New York, March 14.—The Directors of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company* declared a 
dividend of IA percent on its capital stock, 
payabie on and after April 16, and on the re- 
moval of the legal restraint prohibiting such 
payment to the stockholders of record at the 
close of the transfer-books, March 20, the 
books to be reopened April 17 next.

CONGRESSMAN HURD’S OPINIONS. 

New York, March 14.—[Speotal. In an inter- 
view with Tariff Congressman-elect Frank 
Hurd, of Ohio, he says: I do not believe that 
the people in the East understand the extent 
and earvestness of the anti-protective feeling in 
the West. When I declared at the very begin- 
ning of my campaign last year that I 
Should make my fight exclusively as a 
champion of a tariff for revenue and 
et every other question take care of 
itself, some of my friends reminded me of the 
numerous manufacturing establishments in the 
district, and predicted my defeat. I told them 
it was not worth a man’s while to go to Congress 
as ai fat-and-lean, fish-and-fowl individual, 
representing nothing in particular. I didn't 
care to go except as a tariff-for-revenue 
man. and no other subject than the tariff 
was discussed, but, as a mere matter of policy, 1 
was persuaded that the people, if they once 
thought uf this question, would elect me. It is 
a mistaken notion that the people dre so stupid 
that they cannot understand the tariff. — 
understand it better than the Forty-sevent 
Congress understood it at any rate. 
I am sure that if the tariff-reformers would 
throw away their hopelesness and laziness and 
make an aggressive organization, we could ac- 
complish in two years what the English accom- 
plished in six of hard work. Tbe outlook was 
never before so cheerful, and, for my part, 1 
grow more entbusiastic every day.

SHIPWRECKED MARINERS. 


TER ARRIVAL AT NEW YORK-THE LOSS 
OF THE ORONO, 

New York, March 16.—[Speclal.] - The steam- 
ship Grasbrook, Capt. §Schwauer, which arrived 
today from Saqua, brought nine Shipwrecked 
seamen who belonged tothe Norwegian bark 
Orono, which was lost on Feb. 9 on the Island of 
El Madano, near the coast of Cuba. The Orono 
was bound from Cardiff fur Havana with a car- 
go of coal. Sue was commanded by Capt. C 
Muller, who, having mistaken a light, brought 
the bark close to the coast during the night or 
Feb. 9, and a heavy squai! carried her out of her 
course. She struck heavily on El Madano 
island, where she remained fast. All attempts 
to float her proved futile, and she went to pieces. 
Both vessel and cargo proved a total loss. but 
the crew was rescued. Capt. Muller and his 
men proceeded to Saqua, which was the nearest 
port. There the sailors were offered the chance 
of working their passage to this port on the 
Grasbrook. The VUrono was bullt at Economy, 
Nova Scotia, in 1871, and was rebuilt in 1878, when 
she was sold to W. H. Parson, of Ciristiania, and 
placed under the Norwegian flag. She measured 
30 tons. Her crew saw au American brig, the 
name of which was not ascertained, lying ashore 
on Bush Island. She appeared to be a total 
wreck.

HIGH LICENSE. 


Scrious Informalities in the Missouri 
License iii. : 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 14.—[Special.]— 
The Downing ‘High-License biil originated in 
the Senate. It passed that body, went into the 
House, and yesterday passed that body also with 
some slight amendments. These it will be nec- 
essary for the Senate to concur in, although it is 
claimed that, as they are mere verbal amend- 
ments which were not submitted in writing, this 
is not necessary. The author of the bill, and 
also Col. James O. Brodhead, of St. Louis, 
claim that it refers to that city, but a 
number, of leading lawyers ia the House, 
among whom are McGinnis, ofr St. 
Louis, and Gage, of Kausas City, claim 
that it does not. It seems that there was also 


| one informality in amending it in the Senate. 


In the engrossed bill the amendatory cause of 
Sec. 4 is made to refer to cities of over 5,000 in- 
habitants, while in the clause as amended ap- 
pears 2.500.“ There are also several lines left 
out of the engrossed pill that appear in the 
printed copies of the bill as it was ordered en- 


grossed. Itis understood that a protestor at 
loust a dozen members will be made against the 
signing of the bill by the Speaker, on the 


ground that it has, not passed in the manner 


prescribed by the Constitution. A hot fight is 
expected when it comes from the Enrolling 
Committee against ite passage. 

There are two other high-license bills in the 
House, neither of which has yet been en- 
grossed. One of these, introduced by Mr. Hugh- 
litt, applies to st. Louts, and embodies the ideas 
of the committee headed by the Hon. James 0. 
Brodbead and Samuel Cuppies from that city. 
It-bas an express provision relating to St. Louis 
and cities of over 2,500 inhabitants, and pre- 
scribes how licenses shall be issued, and gives 
the police control over dramshops. The bill is 
avery long one, and will hardly pass this ses- 
81011. 

Another bill is Mr. Carter’s, also a high license, 
Its principal feature is that it contains the pro- 
visions found in the United States law proviging 
for the forfeiture of the stock of dramsdop- 
keepers doing business without license. 

Mr. Baldwin's bill. which pass the Senate 
and is now in the House, provides that wine aad 
becr saloons sball be classed and take out 
license as dramshops. It probibits games, such 
as pool and billiards, increases the pen- 
alty to a fine of not less than $100 
nor more than $500 for the first offense, and for 
the second and subsequent offenses an impris- 
onment of not less than thirty’ days nor more 
than ninety days in the county jail. The pres- 
ent law allows manufacturers to sell one quart. 
This bill prohibits them from selling less than 
five gallons to individuals not dealers. The bill 
applies to St. Louis. These bills, it is thought 
will not pass at this late day in this session, and 
if the Downing bill should be found to have 
been passed in an unconstitutional manner our 
laws will remain unchanged. : 


Probability that No Amendment Will 
Be Submitted to the People in Ohio. 
Co.LumBus, O., March 14.—[Special.]—It now 

looks as if the General Assembly will not sub- 

mit any constitutional amendment. This after- 
noon the Senate refused to concur in the Pugs- 
ley amendment tothe Kinney resolution bya 
vote of 24 to 2, Messrs. Strong and Hollingsworth 
voting nay, Senator Kinney made the only 
speech. He characterized the resolution as 
worse than nothing. He is for the Kinney res- 
olution first, last, and all the time, and for noth- 
ing else.

Tur Chicago Public Library bill, which 
permits the continuance of the small tax-levy 
for library purposes, passed the [Illinois Sen- 
ate yesterday, and now needs only the Gov- 
ernor’s signature to become a law. Among 
the bills introduced yesterday was one to in- 
crease the pay of the County Clerk of Cook 
County to $6,000 per annum.

In the House the bill making all fast-freight 
lines liable in this State as common carriers 
was passed after some debate.

As was entirely to be expected, Mr. Par- 
nell's bill amendatory of the Irish Land act 
was defeated in the House of Commons by a 
large majority. Mr. Gladstone took strong 
ground against the bill, which amounted 
practically to a remodeling of the existing 
law. The Land act, he said, was doing its 
work well and tenants were willing to pay 
the rents fixed by the Land Courts. Mr. 
Gladstone’s remarks were repeatedly 
cheered by the ‘Tory members, who 
thoroughly approved his statement that 
it wonld be a violation of duty by 
the Government to demand further sac- 
rifices from the landowners. A meeting 
of English, Seotch, and Irish members of 
Parliament was held yesterday, at which it 
was decided to form a committee with the 
view to informing the people in regard to 
Irish reforms. With fine but unconscious 
satire the extremely-English gentleman who 
collects European news for American read- 
ers adds: The committee is quite an im- 
partial one; no Parnellites are connected 
with it.”

THE MISSOURI HIGH-LICENSE LAW. 

The last issue of Tue Tmnuxx contained 
the full text of the high-license bill which 
has passed the Lower Liouse of the Missouri 
Legislature, and has now been seut back to 
the Senate for concurrence in the House 
amendments. The a bill itself originated is 
the Senate, Mr. Downing, a Democrat and 
anti-prohibitionist, being its. author, and 
though it has considerably changéd during 
its pendency in the House Mr. Downing’s 
measures remain as the basis of it. It is one 
of the most stringent bills which has grown 
out of the present high-license agitation, and 
this is all the more remarkable when its 
Democratic authorship and support are 
taken into consideration. The principle of 
local option contained in it, indeed, is so di- 
versified and searching in its application that 
in some places it would almost be tanta- 
mount to prohibition. | 

The most salient feature of the measure is 
the novel conditions for obtaining a license 
by making it dependent upon the will of the 
taxpayers. In a town or city containing 
more than 2,500 inhabitants the applicant 
must not only file a bond and prove his good 
character before the County Court, but he 
must inform the court in what block or 
square he intends to keep his saloon, and ac- 
company his information with æ petition of 
the majority of the assessed taxpaying citi- 
zens of that block or squaré, setting forth 
that they want such a saloon, while in places 
containing less than 2,500 inhabitants a sa- 


loon cannot be kept except with the consent 


of a majority of all the citizens of the place, 
as well as of those living in the vicinity of 
the proposed saloon, and in both cases these 
petitions have to be renewed yearly. It 
will be observed that in places of less 
than 2,500 people the provisions of the 
bill are substantially those of local 
option. The majority of the people have 
it absolutely within their power, even shou!d 
the residents of a block desire a saloon, to 
keep it out altogether, and to keep out all 
saloons. The only difference is, that instead 
of voting at a regular or special election for 
or against license they either petition for it 
or they do not, with this exception perhaps, 
that the saloonkeeper does not stand as good 
achance in the latter case, because many 
people who would vote for liquor would not 
like to sign their names toa public petition 
for it. In places of over 2,500 people it will 
be noticed that the residents of a biock or 
Sguare can keep saloons from their immedi- 
heighborhood without reference to the 
rest of the people. In one respect at least 
this is a wise provision, for it enables 
izens living in good neighborhoods to keep 
em quiet, orderly, and respectable, and it 
prevents any reckless, irresponsible whisky- 
seller from planting himself down in the mid- 
dle of a block, ruining its good character, dis- 
turbing ‘the peace, and depreciating the value 
of the property, as has more than once oc- 
curred in this city. In brief, if people don't 
want saloons next door to them they are not 
obliged to have them. If they do want them 
they can have them, and as many as they 
want, provided the whisky-sellers can pay 
the license, which is notasmallone by any 
means. This puts it out of the power of a 
saloonkeeper to go where he is not wanted, 
and to disturb a quiet, respectable neighbor- 
hood with the brawls, fights, and drunken- 
ness which are the natural products of such 
places, 

But while this is true, we are not satifised 
that the incorporation of so stringent a pro- 
vision in any high-license law in IIIinois 
would be wise or expedient. Local option 
has no necessary connection with high li- 
cense, and in the aggravated form in which 
it appears in the Missouri bill it would bea 
serious burden to any moderate measure of 
reform in this State. The requirement of a 
petition from adjacent property-owners 


. might well be introduced in a separate bill, 


to stand or fall on its own merits. The pas- 
sage of this extreme measure in Missouri is 
chiefly useful in Illinois as a warning to 
liquor-dealers of what they may incite and 
expect as the result of a stubborn and pro- 
longed resistance to a reasonable high- 
license law. * 

The license fees under the Missouri bill are 
very high, and taken in connection with the 
conditions already mentioned will most ef-

latter case as well as the finarfcial penalty is 
none too severe. The clause closing saloons 
on Sunday will not be apt to bring up the 
Sunday question, as the bill does not apply 
to wine and beer saloon keepers, but only to 
the dramshops where intoxicating spirits 
are sold. It is whisky, not beer and wine, 
with which the Legislature has grappled, 
and however lax the State may have been 
hitherto in the administration of justice and 
the punishment of criminals, it is evidently 
bent upon making a fair and square fight 
with whisky. If it succeeds in restricting 
the evils arising from it it may find a corre- 
sponding diminution in other forms of crime, 
In any event, should the bill become a law, 
which seems probable, its operation will be 
watched with great interest, especially in 
this State. 


MR. CRANE AS A CANDIDATE. 

Itisto be regretted that the committee 
representing the Independent movement for 
reform in the Municipal Government did 
not name Mr. Crane for Mayor at first, in- 
stead of giving Mr. Leiter an opportunity 
not merely to decline the distinction, but in- 
cidentally to criticise the purpose and meth- 
ods of the movement, It is fortunate, how- 
ever, that Mr. Leiter declined so promptly, 
for he was clearly not the man for the ocea- 
sion. Thereis reason to believe that Mr. 


Crane, on the contrary, will bring to the 


campaign as much power and influence as 
any other citizen who could be selected. 

The point is made that Mr. Crane is not a 
Democrat. Was it an essential condition of 
this non-partisan movement that the candi- 
date for Mayor should be a Democrat? If 


so, the movement was partisan rather than 


non-partisan. If Democrats in Chicago who 
deplore the prevailing supremacy of the sa- 
loonkeepers in city affairs are not willing to 
vote against Carter Harrison unless a Demo- 
crat runs against him, then their desire for 
local reform is by no means deep-rooted, Mr. 
Crane’s Republican antecedents should cut 
no figure in the present movement. As a Re- 
publican he is perhaps more likely to receive 
the indorsement of the Kepublican Conven- 
tion than he would be if he were a hard- 
headed Democrat, and he is practical enough 
to know that any struggle will de, useless 
without such indorsement. At the same 
time he would be in no sense a partisan 
Mayor if elected as a result of an independ- 
ent nomination primarily. In any case there 
is no doubt that he would run the City Gov- 
ernment on strictly business principles, 
which would prevent him from making 
wholesale removals merely to furnish places 
for party or personal “strikers.” 

In addition to recognized character, integ- 
rity, and business success, R. T. Crane will 


bring to a candidacy for Mayor many ele- 


ments of strength. In the first place, heisa 
resident of the West Division, which seems 
to have become almost a necessary qualifica- 
tion for the Mayoralty, since the West Side 
furnishes more votes than both the other 
divisions put together. He is also a large 
employer of labor, and has the reputation of 


treating his workingmen with justice and 


consideration at all times. He has always 
had an open, generous hand for charitable 
institutions and public enterprises. All these 
traits will appeal with special force to the 
mass of voters, and the Republican Conven- 
tion cannot do better than to nominate Mr. 
Crane, or indorse the nomination already 
tendered to him by the Citizens’ Committee. 

It will not be necessary to adhere strictly 
to the program of a graded license, nor to 
any fixed rate, as suggested in the resolutions 
adopted by the citizens’ meeting at Apollo 
Hall. It will be enough to know that Mr. 
Crane is in favor of making the saloons pay 
a larger share of the public expense they en- 
tail, of weeding out the disreputable rum- 
holes which should have no license on any 
terms, and of mak a distinction between 
beer-saloons and Whisky-saloons it it be 
practicable. Beyond this it will not be nec- 
essary for Mr. Crane to go to command the 


support of good citizens, and he may take | 


this ground openly without offending liberal- 
minded citizens. If any considerable. num- 
ber of Democrats are prepared to vote 
against Carter Harrison on account of the 
excesses and lawlesness which have been tol- 
erated under his Administration, they will 
have no excuse for withholding their votes 


from R. T. Crane, running as a citizens’ can-. 
didate and indorsed by the Republican party. 


CURIOUS CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 

The refusal of Judge Rogers to accept Mr. 
Rumsey’s bond as Park Commissioner, not 
because the surety is not good, but because 
he disputes the Governor’s right to appoint, 
is rather singular in view of all the condi- 
tions. The only reason for disputing the 
Governor’s authority in the premises is a de- 
cision by Judge Smith in the Cornell case, 
which held that the amendment of the law 
transferring the selection of Park Commis- 
sioners from the local Judges to the Governor 
did not comply with the requirements of the 
Constitution, and that hence Cornell was not 
entitled to the appointment at the hands of 
the Governor. Judge Smith’s decision may 
have been entirely correct; there are many 
reasons for thinking it was. But it was not 
final. The case has been appealed, and it 
will be necessary for the Supreme Court to 
construe the new law before it can be known 
where the power to appoint Park Commis- 
sioners is actually lodged. Pending such 
final decision Cornel! holds the place to which 
Gov. Cullom reappointed him, and it would 
seem to be a rather extraordinary exercise of 
judicial authority to nold that Mr. Rumsey, 
Gov. Hamilton’s appointee, shail not be per- 
mitted to qual. 

Until the status of the law governing the 
appointment of Park Commissioners be de- 
termined by the Supreme Court certainly 
some one should have authority to fill va- 
cancies in the Park Board. Mr. Sherman’s 
term as Commissioner expired. ‘Lhe Judges 
made no motion toward nominating his suc- 
cessor, and the Governor has filled his place. 
There is no contest which would make anew 
decision by a lower court necessary at this 
time. Suppose. the terms of Messrs. Walsh, 
Callaghan, and Russell should expire, as 
well as Sherman’s, pending the appeal of 
Cornell’s case. Then there would be no Park 
Board, unless the Governor’s appointments 
were recognized for the time being. er- 
tainly there would be no justification for per- 
mitting the important interests of the South 
Park to go to ruin on account of a disputed 
statute; and the same reasoning condemns 
an arbitrary reduction of the Park Board to 
three members when the law provides, for 
five. Mr. Rumsey ought to be sworn in and 
enabled to discharge the duties of Park Com- 
missioner until the Supreme Couxt shall hold 
the Governor’s appointment void; then it 
will be in order to fill vacancies under 
old law.

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ARTIFICIAL NEWS. — 

Almost every day the dispatches from 
abroad give amusing illustrations of how En- 
glish news about France is made to order to 
suit the English customers of the great Lon- 
don dailies. On Tuesday, for instance, we 
gave our readers two telegrams about the 
situation in France. One came direct to 


Chicago from Paris; the other was received 


by way of London, The English referred 
gloomily to * the émeute,” which it. attribu- 
ted to the fact that 60,000 persons are out 
of employment.” The London Times corre- 
spondent also puts on record the discourage- 
ing item that a great many foreign visitors 
were being kept away from Paris by its un- 
settled condition.“ 

The special dispatch direct from Paris re- 
ferred to the émeute,” which so distressed 
the English news-gatherer, 2s a demonstra- 
tion productive of but one result, and that to 
prove how completely the Government was 
master of the situation. The day passed 
almost without incident, agd the announce- 
ment that another émeute would take place 
on the 18th inst. was received almost with- 
out interest by the people, who seemed to 
have learned to trust implicity to the energy 
and resources of the Government. 

A Paris correspondent of the Pall Mall 
Gazette points out that many of the recent 
demonstrations in that city against the pres- 
ent Government arose in the machinations of 
financial speculators and adventurers, who, 
though Frenchmen, were willing to attack 
France in order to affect quotations on the 
bourse. The London Times, which is now 
so unfair in the coloring of its French news, 
was mixed up rather discreditably a few years 
ago with some of the members of this clique. 
They furnished it with its Parisian news, and 
would then reprodace their own contribu- 
tions in their home organs as the 
views of the great Thunderer. It was 
through the influence of this clique of 
bourse manipulators that in the face 
of the iron rules of the Government 
the Times correspondent was allowed 
to interview Blanqui in prison. Blandui's 
opinions as reported by him were of so dis- 
quieting a character that serious effects fol- 
lowed both in the stock market and in poli- 
ties. Blanqui declared indignantly that the 
utterances attributed to him were fabrica- 
tions. But the contradiction could of course 
never overtake the lie, and the clique were 
well satisfied, as their purposes were accom- 
plished. 

It is important to the people ot this coun- 
try to understand this systematic adultera- 
tion of French news by the English, because 
our commercial and social relations with 
France are daily becoming more important. 
There is hardly a community in this coun- 
try above the rank of a village that does not 
in the course of a twelvemonth send more 
than one visitor tothe great French metropo- 
lis or to the sunny resorts of the Mediter- 
ranean sbore. 

The tranquillity of the working classes is 
described by the correspondent’ from whom 
we have quoted as extraordinary, although 
itis upon them that commercial! stagnation 
most heavily bears. The mass of electors are 
no more disturbed than are trade and com- 
meree. As an ofiset to the assertion of the 
London correspondent yesterday that 60,000 
men are out of work, we may quote from the 
official statistics that on the week ending 
Feb. 17 the working classes invested 1,200,000 
francs in the savings-banks. Less than 600,- 
000 francs were taken out, and two-thirds of 
this sum waswithdrawu because the depos- 
itors had put in more than the maximum on 
which they could draw interest. A fact like 
this speaks more to the heart of the real con- 
dition of affairs among the Parisian populace 


‘than any amount ot rhetorical sensations. 


In brief, the English news about France is 
most of it artificial news. Anything that 
goes to the discredit of the French Republic 
is gleaned, and magnified, and reported to 
the world. The American Republic was 
treated precisely in the same way in its 
years of tribulation during the Civil War. 
Our remembrance of that experience should 
help us now to interpret the gloomy advices 
about the decadence of our sister Republic 
that come to us from London. 
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THE WOES OF BIGGAR. 

If any one of the Irish patriots deserves 
the sympathy of the world it is Biggar, one 
of the bright lights among the Home-Rul- 
ers. Biggar is rich, fat, patriotic, and sus- 
ceptible to the tender passion. He is a 
North of Ireland perk-dealer, and at one 
time it was customary for the House of Com- 
mons to hold him up as an example of all 
that is despicable as atraitor. Of late, how- 
ever, especially since he has grown rich and 
fat, he has not been considered dangerous, 
IIis devotion to the flowing bow! strips his 
attacks upon the Crown of their coherence as 
well as menace, and his devotion to the Irish 
cause is not so keen as to keep him awake in 
Parliament, nor so alert as to disturb the 
British Lion with any more dangerous 
threats than a prolonged snore during the 
proceedings. And yet the pinguid Big- 
gar, always asleep, like Dickens’ Fat Boy, 
has succeeded in getting two women after 
him with the sharpest of sticks, and both at 
one time—an aggregation of discomfort few 
mortals have ever endured, in the face of 
which we submit that Biggar is entitled to 
sympathy, whatever his offenses may have 
been. | 
One of his fair persecutors is Lady Florence 
Dixie, who in her time has been a remark- 
able horsewoman, sallor, traveler, newspaper 
correspondent, littérateur, and, last but not” 
least, Irish patriot. She is a sister of the 
present Marquis of Queensberry, who was 
put out of the Globe Theatre for disturbing 
Tennyson’s last play, and her father was the 
author of the code patronized by Sullivan, 
Ryan, and the late Mr. Elliott. She achieved 
distinction some years ago by expulsion from 
court for persisting in wearing short hair and 
refusing to cover it up with a wig, wave, or 
feathers. Her brothers and sisters have also 
distinguished themselves by all sorts of 
eccentricities. For some time she has de- 
voted herself to Lrish affairs, and for a few 
weeks past Biggar has been the recipient of 
her attentions, One day a sharp letter, 
signed by her, appeared in the London 
Times, charging Biggar and others, who 
were trustees of the Land-League funds, with | 
misappropriating $760,000 of the money, and 
stigmatizing him as a sham patriot and a dis- 
honest champion of the cause of Ireland. 
Unfortunately, Biggar disappeared just after 
the publication of this letter, which lenta 
color of truth to the charges. Subsequent 
disclosures, however, showed that he was 
not running away from Lady Florence Dixie, 
but from another woman. who had a tighter 
— him. Hence the woes of Biggar.

gar. He fared better than the other board- 
ers. When they had retired she entertained 
him in her salon with music and patriotic 
discourse. Upon one occasion, while they 
were alone and Biggar was somewhat in his 
cups, she sang to him with touching emotion 
a tender ballad called “Old Ireland, You’re 
My Darling.” It was a centre-shot. Big- 
gar was overcome with music, patriot- 
rum, and passion, and as the 
gifted and fair singer poured all her 
soul into the song Biggar flung himself upon 


his knees, and, torn with the conflicting | 


emotions of patriotic fury and amatory zeal, 
wildly erled. Lou are my darling,“ and 
smote her with a kiss. Fanny made no 
sistance to the bold suitor. In such emer- 
gencies as these a veil is usually drawn, but 
there is no veil to draw, The case is open 
to the public. Fanny elaims he there and 
then made her an offer of marriage. Biggar 
claims he simply kissed her for the cause 
she had so melodiously chanted, and had no 
thought of marriage. , 

Fanny and Biggar did not marry at once. 
It would have been better had they done so. 
They kept company together so exclusively 
that it was plain no other boarders need 
apply. Biggar lavished money upon her, 
and they haunted the Bon Marché, where she 
spent it in attractive things for the boarding- 
house. She did hot need to squander it 
upon herself, for Biggar attended to that, 
at first supplying her with bonnets, 
gloves, laces, and the various jiggling, 
sparkling adornments which the French 
modistes prepare so deftly. It is evident, 
however, that in a very short time before he 
left Paris his passion began to cool, for he 
systematically, periodically, and enthusiast- 
ieally overwhelmed her with stockings. 
Gradually the stockings ceased to come, and 
one’ day it was discovered that Biggar had 
tlown to London, leaving Fanny with a horde 
of stockings, but uncertain whether she pos- 
sessed the heart of the Home-Ruler. She 
wrote to him to ascertain at what date she 
might expect to become Mrs. Biggar. He 
replied coldly that he was not aware he had 
asked her to marry him. She wrote again 
demanding sternly to know when she would 
become Mrs. Biggar. Biggar replied icily. 
She wrote again furiously. Biggar was silent. 
She thereupon broughta suit for breach of 
promise of marriage. Biggar contested it 
upon the ground that he had never asked 
her to marry him, though he admitted 
having kissed her for the sake of old Ireland 
in an outbreak of patriotic fervor, and that 
she had asked him to marry her. He aa- 
mitted the keeping company with her, the 
stockings and private interviews, but he con- 
tended that he had never replied to her 
question. The jury took a different view of 
the case, and fixed the damage to Fanny’s 
affections at $2,000, and would undoubtedly 
have rated it much higher had it not been 
for the extraordinary supply of stockings 
which he poured in upon her. 

This of course ends Biggar’s woes so far 
as the Irish boarding-house and the gifted 
songstress who enticed him with her patriot- 
ic wiles are concerned. But Biggar’s woes 
are not yetended. He is in London, and 
Lady Florence Dixie is in. London, and it 
will be just like that eccentric woman to in- 
stitute a searching inquiry into Biggar’s 
private finances while an inmate of Fanny 
Hyland’s boarding-house, with the view of 
ascertaining what money he paid for Her 
stockings and if she were wading round 
knee-deep in Land-League funds during the 
short and fatal affiliation with Biggar. 
Neither will it do for Biggar to pay the 
$2,000 damages out of the league funds. He 
will be watched closely.

Easter. Sunday. 

Cnicaago, March 13. — [Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—In what og ear has Annunciation 
and Easter Sunday fall on the same date? 
Who has prophesied any of the great events in 
history for the last century? SYNDIC. 

1. Reckoning according to the new style, 
which was then in foree in Catholic countries, 
though not adopted in Engtand till 1752, Raster 
Sunday fell on Lady-Day, March 25, in the year 
1742. The coincidence has not occurred since 
1742 till this year, though 1744 was given in the 
English almanacs as one in which Easter Sun- 
day would fall on March 2, the sun crossing the 
line that year March 9, old style. We may note 
that Easter Sunday will also coincide with Lady- 
Day in 1894, and not again till long after the next 
century has passed iuto history. 

2. Decidedly no one. The note which has stim- 
ulated the asking of the above questions was 
printed simply for the purpose of calling atten- 
tion to a comparatively rare fact in history.

Tun United States did much to get a rail- 
way built to the Pacific, and whole tomes have 
been written condemning the land-grauts that 
were made, the entire undertaking being de- 
nounced as an unprecedented piece of extrav- 
agance. It appears that the Canadian Goveru- 
ment bas outdone the United States in making 
land-grants and conferring other benefits upon 
its Pacific Road. Tue Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company is one of the richest corporations in 
the world. It started out with a graut of 756 
miles of road buiit and in operation; another 
grant of 25,000,000 acres of iand, said to be worth 
on the average $5 per acre, and a Government 
guarantee of the clear of $25,000,000, to be 
paid by installments, 80 h upon the comple- 
tion of each section of twenty miles. Itscharter 
exempts the road, equipment, and capital stock 
from taxes forever, and it has free right of way, 
with all the materials for construction and 
equipment free from duty. The whole mileage 
to be bullt by the company is less than 2,400 
miles. The eastern half of it will not cost more 
than $15,000 a mile, or $18,000,000. The western 
half, including passage through two ranges of 
mountains, may cost an — of $35,000 a 
mile, or $42,000,000—a total probable cost of 
$60,000,000, of which the Government pays $25,- 
000,000, ieaving for the company but $35,000,000, 
which 7,000,000 acres of their land-grant from 
Winnipeg westward will pay. They will then 
bave left their entire capital stock and 18,000,000 
acres of land for the censtruction of connec- 
tious and branches and equipment, and for the 
creation of connecting lines of steamships from 
Montreal to Europe at the East, and from Port 
Moody with Australia, China, and San Francisco’ 
at the West.

A BOY MURDERER. 


The Story of Herman Hilden, the 
Youthful Criminal of Milwaukee. — 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 14,--[Special.]—The 

second trial of the now famous * boy-murder- 

er“ case began in the Circuit Court today. The 
entire day was occupied ia securing a jury, 
which work was not completed tilt evening. The 
history of this ease and the tragedy which 
caused it is one of the most interesting and re- 
markable in the criminal annals of this county. 

Herman Hilden, the defendant, is only 19 years 

of age, and appears not more than 16 or 7. The 

crime of which the boy is charged took 
place Aug. B®, 1881, since which time 

Ailden has been confined in the county 

jail. His father and mother lived in this city, 

and his parents ended a long series of quarrel 
by a legal separation. Previous to that, it wag 
alleged, Mrs. Hilden had been criminally inti- 
mate with a school-teacher named Bonaventure 
Krimmer. and after being separated from Hik 


den a while she married this man, It eg >

The murdered 
shrieked and fell dead. Mrs. Krimmer was 
found to be not fatally wounded. ; 
The boy met an officer whom he knew and 
surrendered himself. Mrs. Krimmer recovered, 
and not long afterwards married a burly Tyro- 
inger named Kaiser, and left Milwaukee 
tor Chicago. At the time of the murder Hilden 
was only 17 years of age. His incarceration bas 
been an eventful one. When the time came for 
his trial he took a change of venue to the Cir- 
cuit Court, and his attorney entered the s 
plea of insanity, as to which after a long tight 
the jury disagreed, and be was remanded back 
to the custody of the Sheriff. f

COU MOUNDOUROS, 

HIS OBSEQUIELS AT ATHENS. 
ATHENS, March 14.—The King and the diplo- 
matic representatives were present at Coumoun- 
douros’ funeral in the cathedral. | 
The procession was of extraordinary propor- 
tions. 
The Prime Minister, Tricoupis, delivered the 
oration at the tomb. 


Alexander Coumoundouros was nearly 70 years 
of age, and his history is rather remarkable. He 
was a descendant of the chiefsof Maina, cele- 
brated for their hatred of despotism and love of 
freedom. He was brought up in Spartan sim- 
plicity, bis family being poor, but ne contrived 
to scrape together sufficient money to go to 
Athens, where be pursued his studies. His am- 
bition in his early days was to be an advocate, 
and be gratified it in a measure by adopting the 
legal profession and practicing for a time ina 
small provincial town in Laconia: There was a 
revolution in Crete, and Coumoundouros bas- 
tened there. He fought bravely and was wound- 
ed. He returnead home and remained 
there until 1856, when he was elected 
a Deputy. At Athens he came to the 
front. He was the prime mover against King 
Otho, who, originally Prince ot Bavaria, was put 
upon the throne in 1833, when Greece was de- 
clarea a Kingdom by England, France, and Kus- 
sia. The administration of Otho was shameless 
and corrupt. He reigned for twenty-nine years, 
but was expelled in 1862. By this time Coumoun- 
douros had manifested such political sagacity 
that he became the popuiar leader of a powerful 
party. soon after George of Denmark was 
elected King of the Hellenes, in 1862. Coumoun- 
douros was given the task of reconstructing the 
army. His energy and skill fitted him for the 
post. That Greece has 35,000 efficient soldiers 
today is probably due to his efforts. When he 
was chosea President of the Council in 1866 he 
bad many difficulties to contend with. Greece was 
burdened with debt; every year there was a finan- 
cialdeficit. She was racked with internal strife, 
and corruption stalked abroad. To reform 
these abuses was the aim of Coumoundouros. 
That he did not succeed was more, perhaps, the 
fauit of the men by whom he was surrounded 
than hisown. Long years of oppression are no 
great stimulants to the honesty of a nation, and 
it is difficult to get people out of a \groove of 
peculation when that groove by consfmant usage 
bas become well defined. Coumoundowros hated 
the Turks with a bitter hatred. Noung would 
have suited him better than to see them kicked 
„bag and baggage out of Europe,” a Mr. Glad- 
stone so hotly urged in the days preceding the 
Berlin Congress. Coumoundouros had good 
ministerial ability. His courage was 
undoubted. Here is an instance: As 
he was passlug out of the door of the Ministry 
an oid soldier pointed a loaded pistol at him and 
was just about to press the trigger when Cou- 
moundouros snatched the weapon from his 
hand and held the man until helpcame. He did 
not have the old soldier killed on the spot, as he 
might have done, but investigated the matter. 
Finding that he had been dismissed from some 
small post unjustly, and that this motive had 
impelled him to the crime, be pardoned bim and 
caused his reinstatement. The time of Cou- 
moundouros’ chief popularity was in 1880-81. 
when he was inciting his countrymen against 
Turkey. A warlike feeling inspired the nation. 
Reserves were called out and everything was 
ready for battle. But the Turks yielded almost 
every point, and a great increase of frontier 
was the result of the Premier's bold and un- 
swerving course. He was a man of high char- 
acter, great integrity, and true patriotism,

ACQUITTED. 


Dukes, the Slayer of Capt. Nutt, at 
Uniontown, Penasryivania, Set Free. 
Unrontown, Pa., March 14.—The testimony all 

being in, the arguments in the Dukes murder 

trial were commenced this morning. The Com- 
monwealth did not seek to break down the de- 

fendant’s character by rebuttal. The Hon. C. E. 

Boyle, for the defense, asked what the Com- 

monwealth claimed in the case, to which the 

Hon. W. H. Piayford replied, ** We claim that 

Nicholas A. Dukes is guilty of murder in the 

first degree.“ The case seems to bafile the in- 

genuity of the defense, as scarcely an argument 
bas been made on that side that cannot be con- 
strued in favor of the Commonwealth. 


THE ARGUMENTS. 

The points of law submitted by the defense, 
and read by R. H. Lindsey, were in substance, 
that if Dukes considered bimselt iu danger of 
bodily harm, real or apparent, the shooting was 
justifiable. Judge Wilson was asked to charge 
the jury that Dukes’ correspondence was ex- 
traneous, and formed no part of the crimes 
charged. The Hon. W. H. Piayford opened his 
address to the jury at 1:30 p.m. The prisoner 
shows signs of weakening. The general feeling 
is decidedly agaiust the defendant. 
W. H. Playford spoke two hours this after- 
noon for the prosecution. He said that the 
murder of Capt. Nutt under the circumstances 
was, in point of infamy, not paralieled in the 
criminal annals of any State since the fuunda- 
tion of the Republic. 
Judge Wilson's charge was exhaustive and of 
great length. After its delivery’ the case was 
given to the jury. 

THE VERDICT. 
The jury returned to their box shortly before 
8 o'clock and announced a verdict of acquittal. 
=> Judge Wilson looked amazed at the announce- 
ow and said: 
GENTLEMEN OF THE JURY: 1 suppose the ver- 
dict is one you thought you should render un- 
der your oaths, but itis one that gives dissatis- 
faction to the court, because we thought the 
evidence sufficient to justify a different verdict. 
If you have committed an error, it is one that 
we cannot avoid, but can only express our con- 
demnation of it in this mild way. The prisoner 
is discharged. 
Dukes then left the court amidst great excite- 
ment and indignation. 

HIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION. 
At 9:30 the indignation over the verdict is ter- 
rific, and an excited crowd has just started to- 
ward the court-house, where Dukes is in charge 
of the Sheriff, carrying a stuffed effigy of Dukes. 
They are also bearing effigies of the twelve jury- 
men, and violence is momentarily expected. 
Dukes remains under charge of Sheriff Hoever. 
THE WHOLE TOWN EXCITED. 

At 9:45 p. m. the crowd reached the McOClel- 
land’ House, a few doors from Dukes’ room. 
They have suspended his effigy across the street, 
and are singing We will bang Dukes’ body on 
a sour apple tree.” 
Everybody is on the street. 

A MANIFESTO. 
The following circular, signed by many lead- 
ing citizens, is being posted up: 
“Indignation meeting. Citizens of Fayette 
County in favor of sustaining the character of 
the county before the civilized world are in- 
vited to assemble at the post-office at 7 p. m., 
Tnursday, the 15th inst., to express their indig- 
nation at the outrageous verdict acquitting the 
assasin of Capt. A. C. Nutt. Let the world know 
that the law-abiding citizens of this county are 
shocked and horrified and their feelings out- 
raged by the verdict.” 

AT MIDNIGHT. 
The excitement is still intense, but beyond 
the burning of Dukes and the jury in effigy, no 
breach of the peace has ocourred. At midnight 
the crowd is thinning out. It is expected the 
excitement will be renewed tomorrow.

Another Big Whisky Failure, This Time 
at Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 14.~[Special.]—The 
firm of Purrmann & Pfau, whisky dealers, sus- 
pended today. Their liabilities amount to 428, 


a failure was likely to occur caused a good deal 
of anxiety in business circles early in the day, 
butassoonas it became known that it was 
Pfirrmann & Pfau who had been driven to the 
walla sense ot relief was experienced, and no 
bad results are likely to follow on ac- 
count of their failure. The suspension 
is due to overproduction and the failure 
of Congress to pass the Bonded Whisky 
Extension bill. Two small drafts, each one for 
less than $5,000, went to protest. An extension 
could probably have been secured, but there 
Was no probability that the situation would im- 
prove. Mr. Pfirrmann, who has recently pur- 
chased Mr. Pfau’s interest, and is virtually tne 
only member of the firm, placed his business in 
the hands of Thomas G. Smith and A. S. Wins- 
low, as trustees, for settlement. The liabilities 
consist of $225,000 of paper secured by whisky 
in bond and free, and $200,000 in busi- 
ness and accommodation paper. The 
largest holder of unsecured paper is T. J. 
Megibben, a-wealthy Kentuckian, who has 
$100,000 worth. The Cincinnati banks bold a 
good deal of the paper, which is secured. It is 
not thought that there will be anybody much 
hurt. The assets consist of 30,000 barrels of 
whisky, which cost $960,000. Much the larger 
proportion of it is in bond. The goods have 
been insured for a considerable period in the 
future, which cost 888,000, and is not reckoned 
as a part of the firm’s assets. There is evidently 
little chance of loss of any of the creditors. 
The house bas been doing a large business, 


often aggregating $50,000 a mouth. It is said 
that the business has suffered some iatteriy, 
owing to the other demands upon Mr. Pfirr- 
manu's time. Heis President of the German 
National Bank, and outside of his business capi- 
tal he has $100,000 inveatedin real estate.

The general impression 
is that the firm has very few if any creditors in 
this city, and in any event the failure will not 
affect the whisky trade here. It was well known 
that Beecher, of the collapsed firm, was a heavy 
shareholder in the J. M. Atherton Distilling 
Company of Kentucky, und that same company 
supplies mary dealers in this city, and there 
was un impression that perhaps the Atherton 
Company would suffer by the failure. Mr. 
William Weadley, of the firm of Weadley & 
Cilarey, received a telegram from the Atherton 
people stating that they would not be injured in 

the least by Ives f& Beecher's failure, and re- 
quested him to inform their Chicago patrons 
that such was the case. 


The Iron Trade Fairly Active, Though 
Not Booming—No Fears of a Panic. 
PitTsspuRG, Pa., March 14.—[Special.]—A tour 
of the iron mills this evening showed that trade, 
although not booming, is in a fairly active con- 
dition. Mr. Keating, of the Sable Iron Works, 
was spoken to. He reports trade and activity 
in their mill about the same as three months 
ago. Mr. Walker, of Wilson & Walker, said the 
puddlers are on a double turn, ana when such is 
the case in a rolling-mill there is no scarcity of 
orders, except where all steel is mxnufactured. 
At Carnegie’s works the puddlers are con- 
stantly working double turn, and are utterly 
unable to supply the finishing departments, which 
are nearly ail on double turn, with muck iron 
from other piaces. At the Fort Pitt Iron Works 
there is not much activity, but that is in conse- 
quence of the repairs that are being made to 
some of the machinery. 
William Fisber, builder of engines and boil- 
ers, said: At present trade is a litt le slack, but 
in two or three weeks from now everybody will 
have enough to do. You will find that this will 
be a very good year for Pittsburg.”’ 
James Park Sr. said: We are mov along 
moderately, but are not crowded with orders.“

LOUISVILLE, March 14.—The announcement 
here yesterday of the failure of the prominent 
firm of Ives, Beecher & Co., tea and wine im- 
porters, of New York City, created something of 
a sensation on Main street. This was due prin- 
cipally to the fact that it was quite well known 
that Mr. Beecher. of the firm in question, had 
long been and was still heavily interested in the 
local firm of the J. M. Atherton Distillery Com- 
pany. There were wild rumors on the street to 
the effect that J. M. Atherton & Co. would 
feel the New York failure severely and be 
compelled probably to suspend operations 
here in consequence. These rumors, bowever, 
were speedily denied, and the sensational effect 
was only momentary. A reporter visited Mr. 
Atherton early in the afternoon and asked him 
if the failure of Ives, Beecher & Co. would to 
any extent affect tne firm of J. M. Atherton & 
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Not in the least.“ was his quick reply. We 
will not lose a dollar by the assignment of that 
firm. It is true that Mr. Beecker was interested 
in our concern and owed us money, but his in- 
debtedness is well secured, and we will be at no 
loss whatever.” 

In regard to the extent of Mr. Beecher's in- 
terest in the J. M. Atherton & Co. concern Mr. 
Atherton declined to speak, but from another 
and an entirely authentic source the reporter 
secured a precise statement of the situation. 

The firm of Ives, her & Co. has long been 
engaged in the importation of tea and choice 
wines. Several years ago Mr. John 8. Beecher 
saw there was money in handling Kentucky 
whiskies, and as near as it can be learned began 
with the consent of the firm extensive speculia- 
tion in that trade. He made money rapidly, and 
it was coniidentiy believed here that the firm 
has not lost a dollar in whisky ventures, their 
failure by those who know being attributed to 
speculation in tea and wine. Three or four 
years ago Mr. John L. Beecher, acting for him- 
seif, and not for the firm, became interested in 
the J. M. Atherton concern. He subsequently 
purchased and is now the owner of 35 per cent 
ot the stock of that association. J. M. Atherton 
& Co. own about $400,000 worth of distillery prop- 
erty and something over $100,000 worth of whis- 
kies, thus making their total assets about $600,- 

». They owe the banks bere $65,000, and are 
liable op about $83,000 of other paper, making 
their total liabilities in the neighborhood of 
$150,000. The bunks are not pushing them, and 
thus it is plain that the firm of J. M. Atherton & 
Co. can take care of itself.

Last evening enough of the smoke had blown 
away to show the condition of parties. Harrison 
Was in as much of a quandary as ever.

Resolved, That this club urge concerted action 
of all the ward clubs looking to the promotion 
of a permanent central organization for the 
Republicans of this city. 

A resolution by Mr. Samuel Kerr, providing 
that no primary be heidin the ward for candi- 
dates for the spring election, and that a candi- 
date for Alderman be sélected at a regular club 
— was laid on the table by a large ma- 

ority. 

— Samuel Simon, who bas been mentioned 
for the office of Alder man, responded toa call.

WuHeEREAS, The welfare and prosperity of our 
city depends largely upon the rigid enforcement 
of laws preventing crime and punisbing crim- 
inals and upon an equitable distribution of the 
burden of taxation, compelling each branch of 
business to vear its just proportion of the ex- 
penses it entails upou the community; and 

WuHereas, The vending of liquors at retail re- 
quires afar greater amount of police supervis- 
jon than that of any other lawful interest, as a 
larger proportion of the crime committe is 
directly attributable to the improper use of in- 
toxicating liquors: therefore, 

Resolved, That the issue of the coming munic- 
pat election be made upon law and order, good 
goveroment, and high saloon license. 

Resolved, That the licenses for saloons selling 
beer and wine exclusively sbould be $250 and 
for saloons selling distilled liquors $500 per au- 
nom, 

‘After moving its adoption Maj Reddington 
said he thought the time had arrived when the 
Republican party should define its position on 
high and low license, and he felt that it should 
declare tor the latter. 

Mr. Willard Woodard spoke in the same strain, 
favoring the adoption of the resolution and tbe

Town of Lake Voting-Precincits. 

A delegation of the citizens of the Town of 
Lake was at the County Board rooms yesterday 
on the question of the powerof the board to 
name the pumber of precincts and their bound- 
aries for a town election.

that the whole fight is over between the ins und 
outs, in which the public at large feel very little 
interest. a 


Hyde Park. 

A great deal ot work is being done on the 
quiet in Hyde Park in a political way, and meet- 
ings will be held this evening in various parts of 
the village. The ticket nominated by the meet- 
ing held last Saturday at the Commercial Hotel 
seems to be accepted as a good one by residents 
in all parts of the village.

A MISSOURI SENSATION, 


Arrest of Two Well-Kuown Residents 
of st. Joseph—Their Peculiar His- 
tory. 

St. Jos urn. Mo., March 14.—[Special.]—Quite 
a sensation was created here this morning by 
the announcement that Sheriff Voorhees, of 
Nemaha County, Kansas, bad arrived in the city 
with a requisition for two well-known residents 
of this city—James 8S. Sutherland and James 
Smith. They were arrested on a charge of 
forgery. About two years ago these two men 
were selling fruit-trees for a Bloomington (III.) 
nursery en commission, half down with order 
and half with delivery of goods. They filled 
out several hundred orders (forgeries), drew 
their haif cash, and returned home. The 
trees were shipped in accordance with their 
order, and created a big sensation in Nemaha 
County. as none of the men named had ordered, 
and many bad removed, and others had never 
existed. The two men were taken to Seneca to- 
day, where they will have a hearing. The case 
would be of little ‘importance were it not for 
further details. 

Smith is a mechanic, and has a young wife. 
Sutheriand married, some months ago, Mrs. 
James E. Finney. the widow of the man who 
was so brutally murdered in the southern part 
of the county a year or two ago. He was 
shot throuch the window che night while eating 
supper, and the assasin bas ‘never been dis- 
covered. The woman was a hired girl for 
Finney's mother, and James was a ricb old 
bachelor. She became a mother while not a 
wife, and Finney was sued for $20,000 for breach 
of promise. The jury gave a verdict for $5,000, 
A new trial was asked for, and during the 
interim Finney compromised by marrying the 
girl. They went to housekeeping on one of his 
farms, and within three montbs he was 
assassinated by some unknown person. The 
widow came t@ town, met Sutherland, and 
in afew months they were married. Sue was 
worth some $10,000 or $15,000. It was a lucky 
hit for Sutherland, who was always considered a 
rather worthless and good-for-nothing fellow. 
He claims to be a lawyer. His arrest created 
some sensation but littie surprise. At the time 
of the arrest be had just drawn a check for 
$1.000, and bad about 6400 on his person. ‘He is 
living well on his wife’s money.

Two Important Measures Before the 
Texas Legislature. 

Austin, Tex., March 14.—[Special.]—The 
House of Representatives: passed a bill today 
authogizing separate ballot- boxes in the election 
of Federal and State officers. The fact that the 
measure is not mandatory affords a presump- 
tion in favor of the opinion that it is intended 
to accommdate party purposes in counties with 
a preponderating negro population. The Dill 
went to the Senate this afternoon, and will like- 
ly be passed by that body witbout material 
amendments. Of its political cffect its support- 
ers admit that, while designed to secure 
property interests under local govern- 
ment, it will result in the election 
of at least two Republican Congressmen 
from Texas—in other words, that they are in 
favor of a free ballot and a fair count for Con- 
gressional candidates, and by inference this de- 
sideratum has heretofore been prevented by 
fraud. This view is shared by Republican mem- 
bers, and a prominent Democrat from Eastern 
Texas states that had the last election been con- 
ducted under such a provision Congressman- 
elect Jones from the Third District would bave 
been defeated by 2.500 majority by Russell, the 
tepublicayn candidate. It is certain that were it 
not for the United States Marshal's force the 
necessity for the bill would not exist, and the 
act of yielding to the necessity gives promise of 
fair Federai ciections. 

LAND BILL 

The Senate School Land bill reported in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE was killed in the House today 
by the adoption of a substitute offered by 
Browning, now on engrosament. which classi- 
fles the land and minimizes prices as follows: 
Agricultural, $2 an acre, unwatered agrivult- 
ural, $1.50; watered grazing, $1.50; unwatered 
grazing, $1, to be sold only to actual settlers in 
area not less than 160 acres nor more than 640 
acres agricuitural, in addition to which the pur- 
chaser @nay take up two sections of 
pasturage, application for purchase to 
be accompanied witb an affidavit 
that the land is intended for a 
home, the applicant to settle on the land after 
six months and reside there two years, and aft- 
erwards make proof of settlement by his own 
and the allidavits of two creditable witnesses; 
failing in which the land must be forfeited and 
again thrown upon the market. An applicant is 
to pay one-thirtieth ot the purchase money 
down and execute his note for the baiance in 
twenty installments with ö per cent interest on 
the uupaid balance. The machinery for the 
execution of all its features is complete. This 
bill will probably be amended by an increase in 
the minimum prices, but may be rejected by the 
Senate, where the land lobby isin alliance with

Au Election Contest in the Michigan 
Legislature. 

LANSING, Mich., March 14.—[Special.]—Biils 
passed the House today as follows: The House 
bill for the construction. of sidewalks in town- 
ships and unincorporated villages; Riopelle's bill 
toamend Secs. 15,15, aud 10 of the Tax law of 
1882; to grant Surpervisors in Wayne County 
more time to completo their assessment-rollis; 
to establish a Board of Poor Commissioners in 
Detroit; to incorporate the Village of Morley: 
to reorganize the Township of Warren, Antrim 
County; and to authorize Houghton County to 
build a $50,000 bridge over Houghton Lake. The 
Senate passed the following bills: The Senate 
bill for taxing fast-freight lines, car-loan 
companies, etc.; the Senate billfor imposing a 
fine tor stealing axes, saws, etc., from passen- 
gwer-cars; and a House bill for preventing log- 
running in certain State ditches. 

The Senate bill to regulate the practice of 
medicine by having a State Board of Medical 
Examiners came up today, and, pending its final 
passage, was sent back to the Committee ou 
State affairs. 

ELECTION CONTEST. 

The House Committee on Judiciary and Elec- 
tions, to whom was referred the contested-elec- 
tion case of Reilly vs. Jennison, rival candidates 
for the Judgeship of the Wayne County 
Circuit Court, reported today. There were 
two reports made—one the side 
favoring Reilly's case, in which the Democratic 
members reported in favor of having the Leg- 
islature in joint convention decide the question 
of a recount. as prayed for by Reilly; the other 
side argued contrariwise and referred the 
claimant to the courts for redress. The reports, 
together with a resolution for holding a joint 
convention on the matter, were made the spe- 
cial order for next Thursday. The case is the 
heaviest contested election matter ever opened 
up inthe State. Reilly claims he was counted 
out. He was formerly a Judge on that same 
bench. and during histerm of service thereon 
figured as the plaintiff in a noted libel suit 
against the Detroit Evening News. Jeunison is 
now one of the three Judges of the Wayne Cir- 
cuit.

Appearance of a Peculiar Disease— 
Wronging a Woman—Langtry’s 
Brother—Sister Thibadeau

OrTrawa, Ont., March 14,—[Special.]—Advices 
from British Columbia state that along the line 
of the Canada Pacific Railway the Chinese are 


fast disappearing from the ravages of a peculiar 


disease. Within a few days six have died out of 
agang of twenty-eight employed a few miles 
below Emory. The victim only lives half an 
hour after being attacked. There being no 
medical attendant provided by the railway com- 
pany for the unfortunate Chinamen, the nature 
of the digease creating such a thinning out is 
unknown, The symptoms are a swelling of the 
feet and legs, as in cases of dropsy, and 
soon the whole body is affected. The 
disease was known some years ago at Singapore 
as berrle-herrie,“ and proved very fatal to 
Chinese at that time. Bad food is thought to 
have cometbing to do with it, and want of vege- 
table nourishmentis supposed to be another of 


the causes. 

When the Chinamen die a natural death or are 
killed, the remains are boxed up in a rougu box, 
often much shorter than the corpse, and placed 
somewhere out of the way, frequently with a 
light covering of sand or earth biding the box 
from tne view of the passera-by. Tais way of 
doing things is complained of even by the In- 
dians living along the line of railway. As soon 
asthe waterin the river rises and the sand 
washes olf the boxes containing the dead China- 
men, the packages flont down the river to tide 
water or go to sea. : 

PUNISHING SEDUCTION. 

The bill to punish seduction and adultery has 
been considered in committee and ordered to be 
reported to the House. The first clause, directed 
against adultery, has been struck out. Under 
the bill as it stands there are three offenses 
named: Seduction under promise of marriage; 
seduction by teacher or tutor of bis pupil; en- 
ticing into a house of ill-fame or assignation for 
immoral purposes. The time of beginning pros- 
ecution is limited to one year from the time the 
offense is committed. The evidence of the 
woman who claims to be wron is not to be 
held conclusive, and the defendant is eligible as 
a witnessin his own behalf. A true bill ehail 
not be found by tue grand jury unless the prose- 
cutor has been bound to give evidence and 
the accused has been detained and bound over 
for trial, except in cases where an indictment 
is preferred by direction of the Attorney-General 
or the Judge of a court of competent jurisdiction. 
The punishment for any offense under the bill is 
limited to imprisonment not to exceed two years, 
In the original bill a fine of not more than $1,000 
was allowed, but it was felt by members that as 
a civil action for damage still remained it would 
be unfairto render the defendant liable, prac- 
tically, to a double ue. A special clause ot the 
bill provides for searching houses of iil-fame or 
assignation for a female believed to have been 
enticed thither.

two daughters) sball have full use and enjoy- 
went in ssession of all said lands in aaid 
Christian County during their natural lives.” 

Judge Phillips, in his opinion, said that he 
should hold that the said D'Arcy by dis will 
created a tegancy in common in bis two daugh- 
ters, Ann C. Teese and Catharine M. Cheney, in 
and to the lands described in tue fifth clause of 
the will, with the right of survivorship in the 
event of the death of either of them, so that the 
surviving daughter should have full @se and 
enjoyment of the said lands during her natural 
lite as though the tifth glause of the will had 
read as follows:

B. Paige, committed suicide on Sunday, have 
given rise to a report of the financial embar- 
russment of that firm. The local press contra- 
dicta the report.

Of these $17,600 are in the German Savings 
Bank, $32,000 in the Citizens’ National Bank, 
815.000 in the Davenport National Bank, $5,000 
in L. Schricker, $3,000 in A. E. Duncan, and $3,295 
in J. A. Morse. They are given by Paige, Dixon 
& Co. aud S. B. & J. A. Paige. 1e larger por- 
tion of the indebtedness was created when the 
firm were purchasing logs for the coming sea- 
son's operations—and these logs, which lie chief- 
ly in Cattail Harbor, near Savanna, III., and in 
Beef Slough, Wis., are also covered by mort- 
gages which are 1 upon the records 
in counties in which they are situated, Mr. A. J. 
Hirsch! going north for the purpose. The effect 
this will bave upon the operating of the vaiua- 
ble mill of Paige, Dixon & Co. the coming sca- 
son remains to be seen.

CANE-GROWERS’ CONVENTION. 


Des Mornes, la., March 14.—([Special.]~—The 
Cane-Growers’ Association today was attended 
by nearly 100 practical cane-growers. Clinton 
Bozarth, of Cedar Fails, was called to the chair. 
He is a successful producer of sorghum sirup 
of superior quality. C. F. Hanger, of Green 
County, was elected Secretary. e has raised 
cane since 1858; preferred the early amber, 
which averages 100 galions per acre; produced 
last year 14,000 gallons—price, 50 cents per gal- 
lon, cost six cents a gallon. The time of ripen- 
ing can be controlled by the date of planting. 
He was confirmed by most of the other 
growers present. The genera! opinion was 
in favor of wrought or cust iron evaporating 
pans. Stripping the corn is being generally 
abandoned. Frosted cane is useless, For less 
than 100 gallons daily horse power and simple 
machinery was recommended. A $300 plant was 
a fair outfit. To run by steam would require 
$3,000. Proper treatment will convert 75 per 
cent of sirup into sugar. Twenty acres of corn 
would be necessary to supply a $500 plagt. A 
large number of samples of sirups and 
sugar were shown, some of the 
latter equaling muscovado in color and quality. 
A constitution was adopted, the organization to 
be known as the lowa Cane-Growers’ Associa- 
tion. The membership-fee is $1. The object is 
to develop caue-growing, but not to bolster up 
any kind of machinery. A committee was ap- 
pointed to report the cost and kind of machinery 
tor small and large plants. and cost of cach; 
also a committee to report on the kind, quality, 
and quantity of seed to plant, and how to mauu- 
facture. These reports are to be made before 
Anal adjournment. Most ot the day was spent 
in desultory talk, and perfecting the State or- 
ganization.

WIGGINS’ THEORY. 


New Light on the Wiggins Prophecy— 
Ten Chances to Succeed tor One to 


Fail. 

[New York Herald.]—In order that the 
value of Mr. Wiggins’ predictions may be ap- 
preciated by the timorous part of the public 
it is only negessary that the records of past 
years be glanced at. March comes in like 
a lion,“ says the proverb, “and goes out like 
alamb.” It is rarely, however, that the say- 
ing comes true in this latitude. Mr. Wiggins, 
like a sensible prophet, chose that one of the 
months of the year during which Nature, in 


the struggle between winter and summer, 
tries to assert itself. The following brief 
synopsis of the storms of March for ten 
years will show how safe it was to predict a 
storm on any three days of March: 

March, 1872, shook its mane like a true 
monarch of the desert and roared at sundry 
times to the tune of sixty miles an hour 
throughout the Gulf of Mexico and the South 
Atlantic States. 

In 1873 March also proved to bea very 
stormy month, eleven severe disturbances 
having passed across the country. 

In 1874 there were no less than twelve 
storms or 2 24 that traveled the country 
from the Rocky Mountains, doing great 
damage. 

March, 1875, showed a severe storm raging 
along the New Jersey and gulf coasts during 
the 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, and 6th. Eleven storms, 
most of which were severe, visited the coun-’ 


try that month. 
he storms of March, 1876, were eight 
n many places the wind blew 
over fifty miles per hour. The Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts were the greatest sufferers. 
In March, 1877, there were twelve disturb- 
ances, accompanied by destructive gales. 
March, 1878, will be long remembered by 
the terrific storms both on the Atlantic coast 
and in the Northwest. The snow-storm in

The meteorological record of March, 1 
would impress any one who studies it bat it 
is a very simple matter to predict“ a great 
storm during the month, with immense 
chances of success. No less than eight 
storms crossed the territory between the 
Rocky yoy and the Atlantic coast, 
many of m being traceable from the Pa- 


cific. 

In March, 1880, sixteen disturbances 
crossed the country, mainly from the north- 
west, but some of which caused gales of 
wind amounting to fifty-six miles an hour 
along the Atlantic coast. 

In March, 1881, there were nine storms re- 
ported, during the movement of which such 
wind velocities were attained as: Delaware 
Breakwater, 70 miles; Cape May, 44 miles;

Wiggins Described by a Former Pupil. 

CHICAGO, Match 12.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
As lama resident of St. John, N. B., and an ac- 
quaintance of Dr. E. Stone Wiggins I cannot 
under any circumstances allow the conversation 
between Mr. Scammel and a New York reporter 
which was published in your Sunday’s issue 
concerning the weather-prophet to pass unno- 
ticed. 

As Dr. Wiggins was a resident of St. Jobn for 
some six years, and I, receiving part.of a liberal 
education under his direction, consequently 
have some knowledge, as well as Mr. Scammel, 


of the feeling that existed then between Dr. 


Wiggins and the people of his native province. 
Mr. Scammel aflirms that the Canadian people 


think lutle of Dr. Wiggins, ana, furthermore, 
pay little attention to him, but such is not the 


ease. 

When Dr. Wiggins was teaching at St. John be 
was esteemed by all. and had a large private 
school, which was patronized by the Mayor and 
best citizens, Mr. Scammel figuring prominently 
among them. 

Dr. Wiggins was always looked upon as be 
aremarkably well educated man, upright in a 
his dealings, keen and sensitive, having the ap- 
pearance of being everything else rather than a 
crank, as he is now called. 

Referring still further to the voluntary infor- 
mation of Capt. Elkias, of St. John, N. B., con- 
cerning the astronomer, I would say that Capt. 
Elkins is no authority. This oid retired mariner, 
us your New York correspondent styles him, 
was nothing more than a part owner of an old 
wood boat, maki about two trips yearly be- 
tween St. John and Boston, and occasionally up 
the St. John River for a load of deal. This brave 
old salt may have some grudge against Dr. Wig- 
gins on account of his Wiggins“) superiority, 
but 1 think that it is bardly fair that his opinion 
should be taken asa sample of what peopie 
think of Dr. Wiggins in his native province. 

The Wiggins tamily isan old and res ble 
one, and the Wiggias Orphan Asylum. a fine ed- 
itice ahd a credit to St. John City, stands as a 
memento of the benevolence and citizenship of 
one of the former generation. 

Referring to that part of Capt. Elkins’ conv 
sation relating to Dr. Wiggins’ runo or 
Queen's County, New Brunswick, I can only say 
that if all the residents of that countyat elec- 
tion time were led by their ignorance as detri- 
mental to their interests as this brave old mari- 
ner it was no wonder that Dr. Wiggins. was de- 
feated. However, the Canadian Government 
esteemed him enough to give him a good posi- 
tion at Ottawa. 

Dr. Wiggins foretold the coming of a storm, 
and his predicuons did not come true. To bis 
failure I can only apply the old and well-worn

ALLEGED CARELESS AND UNEQUAL REAL 
ESTATE ASSESSMENTS. 

A good many of the property-owners on the 
North Side who paid their taxes to the Town 
Collector growled at the increase last year, anda 
comparison of the assessment books of 1882 with 
those of 1881 shows that thero was seemingly 
good ground for complaint. Property which ig 


in the same condition that it was in 1881 was in- 
creased so that the owners bad to pay from 10 to 
300 per cent, and, in some instances, 400 per cent, 
more taxes for last year than for the year be- 


fore. For example, Lot 5of Block 14, Sheflieid's - 


Addition, paid $258 for 1881 and $834 tor 1882; 
Lot 14, Block 22, Kinzie's Addition, $02 against 
134; Lots 8 to 40, Bronson’s Subdivision, $44 
against $66; and Lot 18, Block 30, Walcott’s Au- 
dition, $92 against $196. 8 

Ou the other band there appear to have been 
a large number of owners whose taxes were re- 
duced from 10 to 90 percent. The S. % of Lot 
12, Block 88. Eiston's Addition, and the N. % of 
the same paid $108 in 1881, while the tax in 1882 
was only $56; Lot 2, part of Block 20, C. T. Sub- 
division, and Lots 1 to 16, in Biock 22, paid $23 in 
1881 and only $6 in 1882. 

Further evidence of carelesness is shown in 
the assessment of two adjoining lots. Sub-lots 28 
and 29 of Lot 14, Bronson’s Addition, is taxed 
$158, while the north five feet of Sub-lot 45 and 
ail of Sub-iot 48 is taxed $327, though the owner 
of the former has twenty feet more eg nd and 
a much better than there is on the latter 
property.

The 
clocks are still at Mr. Green's place, No. 67 
Wastington streét, and the money which be is 
accused of embezzling was realized on the sale 
of other clocks for the company on com- 
mission. Green was arrested about noon, and 
gave bail in the sum of $5,000 for his appear- 
ance before Justice Hammer Friday afternoon. 
He did not seem at all worried over the matter. 
His bond was signed by E. B. Chandler, his 
brother-in-law. F 

In an interview with Mr. Green in regard to 
his arrest for embezziement be said: “Some 
time ago, when 1 bougbt out the clock and 
watch firm of E. Carlisle & Co., amongst. the 
agencies purchased was one from the Terry 
Clock Company, who asked me for their accom- 
modation to accept their draft from time to 
time in anticipation of my sales of their clocks, 
to enable them to bridge over collections. Other 
companies that I represent give me several 
months’ time oa ali the goods | want, so I re- 
fused to do this unless the Terry Clock Company 
would secure me by giving mea written lien on 
all the goods of theira I hold. This they did, but 
after a time they wanted to break that contract, 
as they were anxious to raise the price on a 
certain clock on which they had a monopoly. 
Under legai advice I enforced the lien to secure 
myself on certain acceptances. There was but 
a small amount owing either way, not to exceed 
atew hundred dollars, and I can't say which is 
in debt now. I look upon their leg rosecu- 
tion us an attempt to break up my business 
etanding in the) community. They certainly 
ha ve no grounds on which to build a charge of 
embezziement.”’ 


STOCK FOOD. 
A NEWS SENSE IT IS A JUMBLE OF 
RYMAL, M’KAY, AND MKS. RYMAL. 

The examination of W. F. McKay, Secretary 
and Treasurer of the American Stock- Food Com- 
pauy, who is accused by P. H. Rymal, ex-Presi- 
dent of the company. with the embezzlement of 
$3,000 of the profits of the concern, was begun 
before Justice Brayton yesterday afternoon. 
The presecution made out a weak case, Mr. 
Rymal being the only witness introduced on 
that side. As to the dumestic infelicity existing 
in the Rymal and McKay families, nothing was 
brought out before the Justice, but that matter 
appears in another column, where men non is 
made of Mr. Rymai’s bill tn the Circuit Court. 

Ky mai's story on the witness-stand was about 
the same as has already been published. Hé 
was the original owner of the stock in the com- 
pany, and took McKay into the concern as 
bookkeeper at asalary of $50 a month. Soon 
after that he transferred all but one sbare of 
the stock to bis wife, Mrs. Rymal,to hoid in 
trust for him, and withdrew from the company. 
Since then he had received no money or prop- 
erty from McKay, altbough demands had been 
made onthe letter for the same. As to the 
profits of the concern, Rymal had to admit on 
the crcss-examination tbat be did not know the 
exact amount alleged to have been embezzled, 
and also that the books did not show him to be 
the owner of a dollar’s worth of stock, dis re- 
maining one share baving been disposed of a 
few weeks ago. ' 

The defense made a motion to dismiss on the 
evidence for the prosecucion, but finally with- 
drew it and put McKay on the stand. He swore 
that Rymal in February, 1882, withdrew entirely 
from the company and made no claim to any of 
the protits or property of the company after that 
untel a week or two ago, when he began fighting 
the matter in the courts. The profits and prop- 
erty belopged to a company, any way, and not 
to Mr. Rymal, who claimed them all as a single 
individual. 

The case will be resumed today.

WHAT IT S, WHAT IT PROPOSES TO DO, AND 
HOW IT INTENDS TO Do IT. 

The following communications relating to the 
Bethel Home are self-explanatory: 

CHIcAGO, March 13.— [Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Referring to your strictures upon the Bethel 
Home and its management, as you regard my 
lengthy statement as too long for your columns, 
I can only say briefly: . 

First—That the Bethel work carried on in the 
Bethel building on the West Side is and always 
bas been the work of the Western Seamen's 
Friend Society, of Cleveland, O. 

Second—It is not and never has been a source 
of individual profit to myself or any one else. 

Third—Its maintanknce is not and never bas 
been dependent on charitable contributions; 
but like ali sailors’ homes exacts what we re- 
gard as a moderate rate for board and lodgings, 
and was established with the distinct promise 
that with prudent management it could be 
made self-supporting. | 

Fourth— The division of the guests of the 
“home ' into two departments is nut peculiar to 
the Chicago Home, but is absolutely necessary 
to preserve the quiet, homelike character of the 
Mariners’ Home, which would be impossible if 
transients, whether they pay or not, were mixed 
indiscriminately with our sailor boarders. 

Fifth—Constant effort is made to keep the 
Strangers’ Home as clean as possible, and if any 
vileness attaches to the part of the house criti- 
cised it is chargeable to the character of a por- 
tion of the men admitted, and the societies and 
the public that send them to us for shelter. 

Sixth—The reporter entirely misunderstood me 
when he asserts that I said kept no accounts. 
It was a statement showing the exact division of 
charity cases between two parts of the house 
that be asked for and I referred to.

THE OPEN BOARD. 


The Wires Connecting It with the Board 
ot Trade Deliberately Snipped. 

A bomb-shell was exploded among the bucket- 
shop dealers this morning, and created no little 
consternation among the habitues ot the local- 
ity known as “Gambiers’ Alley.“ The cause of 
this disturbance was the pere uptory refusal of 
the Board of Tradeto allow whatis termed as 
the Open Board of Trade to use its market re- 
ports, and ordering the. Western Union Tele- 
graph Company to discontinue furnisbing them 
any further information, to disconnect their 
wires, and remove their ticker.“ 

A LITYLE HISTORY. 

On Monday Judge Blodgett in the Federal 
Court dissolved the temporary injunction in the 
case of the Metropolitan Grain & Stock Ex- 
change against the Chicago Board of Trade ana 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company, which 
had been brought as a test case and 
thoroughly contested. . In making this de- 
cision the court held that the Board 
ot Trade was entitled to rigbts 
the same as any private corporation, and there- 
fore entitled to an exclusive coatrol of its mar- 
ket reports. This decision resulted in twoof the 
smaller bucket-sbops being cut off on Tuesday, 
but no one seemed to have possessed any appre- 
hensions that the wires of the Open Board 
would be molested, as, in fact, the members and 
Directors of that institution’ have ire- 
quently boasted that they “stood mighty 
solid with tho Board of ‘Trade, 
and would not be interfered with.“ They retused 
to allow the proprietors of the bucket-shops, 
ciosed on Tuesday, to copy their reports, little 
thinking that in less than twenty-four hours 
they would be reduced to the sume straits. Un 
Tuesday Generai-Superiptendent R. C. Clowry, 
of the Western Union, received the following 
instructions from the Bucket-Shop Committee 
of the Board of Trade: 

SOME CORRESPONDENCE. 

“To the Nestern Union Telegraph Company— 
GENTLEMEN: Please discontinue all market re- 
ports from the Chicago Board of Trade to the 
Open Board of ‘Trade from this date. Yours re- 
spectiuily, S. D. Foss, 4cting Chairman.” 

He immediately made preparations to carry 
the instructions into effect. Yesterday morn- 
lu two men were sent to cut the wires connect- 
ing the Open Board, and the following explana- 
tion was sent to President T. M. Baxter: 

T. u. Baxter, Eseg., President Open Board of 
Trude— Dran Sik: I inclose berewith a copy of 
a letter just received from Cbaries Randolph, 
Secretary of the Board of Trade, under date of 
March 13, stating the subject of supplying their 
quotations to what is Known as the Open 
Board of Trade, bas been ieft by the Board of 
Directors wholly in the bands of the Special 
Committee on Bucket-Shops,,with power to act; 
also, a copy of a letter from S. D. Foss, Acting 
Chairman ot said committee, under date of 
March 13, ordering the discontinuance of said 
quotavons to your organization from date. This 
is to inform you that we are compelicd to com- 

ly with such order, and that quotations of the 

“hicago Board of Trade will be discontinued to- 
day. Very respectfully, kK. C. CLOWRY, 
* General Superintendent.” 

Subsequently the tickers were removed, and, 
as no reports were avuilabie, operations were 
suspended for the time, and business was ata 
standstill. After the awkwardness ot this abrupt 
cessation began to wear off the embryo million- 
alles gradually began to trade, and carriers 
were kept tying across the alley be- 
tween the bucket-shops and the Open 
biackboard, catching the quotadons from their 
boards and transmitting them to their employ- 
ers. in this manner business was soon set Ko- 
ing, and in less than an hour the board was as 
much a pandemonium as ever. 

MR. ALLEN C. MILLER. 

Mr. Allen C. Miller, one of the Directors, and 
Cpairman of the Telegraph Committee of the 
Open Board. was seen by u TRIBUNE reporter 
shortly after the wires had been cut and asked 
What he had to say. He appeared to take it 
rather philosophically, althougb he said that the 
all air had beeb, precipitated unexpectedly and 
before they could have time to serve an in- 
junction. He said that an agreement had been 
effected between John K. Bensley, Presi- 
dent of the Call Board, and George 
Eldridge, Chairman of the Committee 
on Bucket-Sbops of the Board of ‘Trade, 
and the Open Board. whereby tbe Open Board 
was tc incréase its commissions from one-eighth 
to one-quarter of 1 per cent as soou as the 
bucket-shops were closed up, which would be 
sume commissions as charged on the Board of 
Trade. Mr. Eldridge, he said, was absent at 
present, or te thing would not nuve 
bappened. Mr. Foss, who represented Mr. 
Eidridge, claimed that the Open Board 
Was arival institution, and therefore opposed 
its using the quotationsof the regular board. 
Mr. Miller claims that if the Open Board is real- 
ly arival institution and doing business on the 
saine basis as the Board of Trade, as admitted 
Mr. Foss, then it has a right to use the 
wires. He said that since the troubie 
this morning four prominent members of 
the Board of Trade bad applied 
for membership on the Open Board. ‘These 
were Asa Dow, Ciark Lipe, B. P. Hutchinson, 
and Mr. Andrews, formerly of Roach. Andrews 
& Co. He said that the Open Board would only 
be temporarily embarrassed in receiving quo- 
tations, and would soon be running the same 
as ever and with full market reports. He 
had applied to Superintendent Ciowry, of 
the Western Union, for wires from Milwaukee, 
New York, and St. Louis, and had received a 
promise that the wires would be ready and in 
working order last night, so that business 


could be resumed today. 


-.WHAT COL. CLOWRY SAYS. 


Col. R. C. Clowry was asked by n reporter what 
his reasons were for severing the wires of the 
Open Board, and replied that it was not a ques- 
tion between that institution and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, but that the com- 
pany was acting only under instructions from 
the Board of Trade, to which be would have to 
refer the reporter for further information. 

WHAT PRESIDENT HOBBS SAYS, 

President J. B. Hobbs, of the Board of Trade, 
stated that he knew very little about the matter, 
as be had not given it much thought, but Mr. 
Foss, who was a member of the Buckét-Shop 
Committee, could furnish the desired informa- 
tion. , 

WHAT MR. FOSS SAYS. 

Sylvester D. Foss, of the commission firm of 
Foss, Strong & Co., ana the gentieman who is- 
sued the order instructing the Western Union 
not to allow the Open Board to use the quota- 
tions ot the Board of Trade, was found and 
asked as to his reasons.

GOING TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

Having failed to establish their respective 
cases in the courts, the bucket-shops are now 
making active préparations to present their 
views to the Legislature, and secure 
the passage of an act compelling 
the Board of Trade to make its -quotations pub- 
lic. The following petition is being circulated 
throughout the State: “Your petitioners, citi- 
zens of said State, residimg in the County of —, 
respectfully represent that there buve been or- 
ganized, under legislative authority, in various 
cities of the State of Illinois, commercial ex- 
changes or boards of trade, where the grain 
and provisions of Lllinois and other States 
are to a great extent bought and sold, 
and where the market values of such commodi- 
ties is fixed; and that to prevent such organiza- 
tions from becom monopolies to the injury 
of producers and dealers outside of such or- 
ganizations, it 1s essential that the market 
prices of products, and jnformation pertaining 
thereto, at the places where the business of such 
exchanges or boards of trade is carried on, 
should be made public, and not allowed to be 
withheld or concealed in any respect. Your pe- 
titioners therefore pray for the enactment of a 
law cowpelling all organizations in the State of 
Uunois formed for purpose of dealing in 
grain and provisions to public the market 
prices on which said ucts are bought and 
sold as they occur at ir respective places of 
business.”’ ,

LABOR IN ILLINOIS. | 
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Second Biennial R ort of the State 
Bureau of Statistics. 


Wages Received in Various Occupatiys, 
and the Cost of Living. 


The second biennial report of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of Illinois for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1882, has just been issued. The intro- 
ductory portion of the report consists of statis- 
ties relating to the population of Iilinois, given 
by counties, and taken from the figures obtained 
by the census-gatherers in 1850. 

COAL. 

The report proper begins with statistics con- 
cerning the coal production of this State, a sub- 
ject to which 124 pages are devoted. There isa 
brief sketch of the different coal-tields of the 
State, followed by a summary of the aggregate 
product in toos and aggregate value at 
the mines, as obtained by the Census 
Bureau in 1880 and by the State Bu- 
reau in 1882. The census returns for the 
forty-six cuval-bearing counties show an ag- 
gregate product in tons of 6,115,377, with 
an aggregate value at the mines of $8,779,832. 
The diate Bureau tigures for last year show an 
aggregate of 9,115,058 tons and an aggregate of 
$14,606,257—Tigures which show un iucrease in 
the aggregate tonnage of about 50 per cent, 
without a waterial change in the average value 
of the coul per ton at the mines. The value of 
coal at the mines runges from 80 cents to €2 per 
ton, with an average value of $1.46, while the 
wages of en vary from 50 cents to $1.25, with 
an average of about 85 cents for the State 

The space devoted to this special subject 
closes with a summary, by counties, of the nun- 
ber of mines, men empioyed, tous produced, 
their value, and the details ot the coal produc- 
tion of the State tor the year ending July, 1882; 
and also with some suggestions in refereuce to 
mine inspection in this State. Some of the 
counties, it appears, have no inspectors. Other 
counties have made the required uppointments, 
but do not make adequate appro- 
priations for the service. The pro- 
visious of the law are considered generally 
excellent, but there are detects in it, especially 
in that it imposes upon County Boards duties 
which should rightly be put upon the State. At 
a cost of $5,129 per annum Lilivois Maintains an 
imperfect and unequal inspection service, While 
Oulo gets a Much better ope with an oOullay of 
$5,200. It is believed that the law snouid be re- 
vised and the State divided into inspection dis- 
tricts, or the office of Stute Inspector created, 
and provision made for the appointment of such 
assistants as may be necessary to Canvass mme 
State thoroughly. ‘ 

One hundred and thirty-five pages are given 
to the manutactories of Lilinois. Ine informa- 
uon is obtained from the advance Sbects ot the 
census report compiled by the Census Bureau 
for 1880. 

* STRIKES IN 1882. 

Then come a summary of the strikes and 
lockouts in Chicago and vicinity during 1882. 
The most serious of these, in some re- 
pects, was that of the biast- 
furnave men at Bridgeport. It is 
estimated by the board that the wages lost to 
ine men by reason ot the strike, which lasted 
from the 6th of February to tho lith of August, 
was 39,040, and the amount of pig-iron which 
would have been made but for the strike wus 
1.0% tons. The strike of the quarrymen at Le- 
mont cost the strikers 886.000. The strike of the 
brick laborers with their employers curly in the 
year is referred to at length, but uo statistics as 
to loss are given. The tanners’ strike, it is esti- 
mated, cost the men $52,000, 

WAGES AND LABOR. 

The most interesting part of the report con- 
sists in its compilation ef statistics and wages, 
rents and the cost of living. The data were ob- 
tained in response to questions embraced ina 
circular sent by the Bureau to the workingmen 
of the different towns and cities in the State. 
The facts are, for the most part, based upou ex- 
perience in Chicago, but statistics of other lo- 
calities are ulsv given, which indi- 
cate averages for interior towns. Accord- 
ing to tbe report, an examination 
of these tabies will shuw that one-hait of the 
average workingmen are not even abie to earn 
enough for their daily bread, and have to depend 
upon the labor of women and children to eke 
out their existence; yet these averhges, it is 
Stated, are high, both as compared wit those in 
other States and the thousands of workingmen 
from whom no reports were received. It is stat- 
ed that the average earnings of the heads 
of fawilhes for the entire list of occupations is 
less than the general average of the cust of liv- 
ing, and that this is reduced to the minimum is 
is apparent from the tenewents they occupy, 
the clothes they wear, and the food and fuel 
they consume. The bureau says further that 
“such glimpses of social condinons as are at- 
forded by these tatles reveal the disabilities 
which incumber honest industry and illus- 
trate now labor 18 oll the 
world with wealth, and living itself in want: 
bow labor-saving machinery is neither saving 
tne labor of men and women, nor reducing the 
hours of labor, and how the material progress of 
which we boast, and the prosperity of the few, 
may operate to intensify the poverty and dis- 
tress of the many. 

THE REWARDS OF LABOR. 

A general tabie follows, giving the wages, cost 
of living, etc., for forty-three different occupa- 
tions. Ide results are summarized as follows: 

Forty-four occupations show an average of 

2.10 us the dally earnings of an individual. The 
average number of days employed in the year, 
tried by a thousand men taken from tweoty-three 
ditferent occupations, is 266. The different 
kinds of labor permit of great differences in the 
number of dass employed in the year. Clerks 
in stores run up to about 294 days; the trans- 


portation hands of a railroad to about 288; un- 


skilled labor on a raliroad to about 285: machin- 
ists and stationary eugineers to 256; ‘printers, 
282; and thence they decrease as low as 234 to 
240. which is about the range of the averages 
for gardeners, teamsters, and farmers. 
in the table above, 266 persons report savings 
out of the year’s earnings, and 104 report losses, 
or a cost of living in excess of income. In some 
instances the latter class have had slight income 
from some other source than their trade, tho 
table being made upon the earnings of the trade 
or profession of the persons reporting: but in 
most causes this excess in the cost of living means 
a corresponding draft on previous earnings, or 
the incurring of debt. It is true that the reports 
received have been strikingly uniform in noting 
an increase ion the cost of living. In some in- 
stances this increase was stated with evident 
accuracy; in others with evident, or at least 
probable, inaccuracy. For example, one re- 
posts an increase of 50 per cent in the cost of 
iving, and a decrease of 25 per cent in wages. 
This, on its face, is a discouraging experience: 
but when compared with other portions of the 
same report, in which it is shown that he has 
a family ot four persons, that his earnings for 
the year were $675 and his expenses $443, it be- 
came evident that the statements of the 
increased cost of living and the de- 
crease of wages cannot both de cor- 
rectly given, for, it so, the former earnings of 
the same individual must have been at the 
rate of $900 a year. and the cost of living about 
$295, a variagwon which could hardly have hap- 
pened. This illustration is given to show that 
some uncertainty exists in the columns referred 
to; and yet the general average per cent) as 
given in the table, appears, from the most 
careful estimates this bureau has been able to 
make, to state the increase in the cost of living 
as nearly as possible. It is proper to 
note also that a large percentage of 
the reports have been obtained from Chicago 
where the increasein the cost of living was’ 
most marked, reaching, during the winter of 
1881-’82, a point as high as an average of 60 per 
cent on the five articies of flour, meat, potatoes‘ 
butter, andmilk. Rents appear also to have in- 
creased. But the reports received do not show 
an increase in wages at all corresponding to the 
increased cost of living, whatever that may be. 
A great proportion of the increase was tempo- 
rury, and lasted only through the winter season 
referred to above. 
The number of persons reported in the table 
as owning houses is forty-nine, to 328 who rent. 
The total average earnings of the head of a 
family is $590, or $11.38 a week, and the number 
of persons to each family is four. 
take out of this sum $117, the average yearly 
rent pald by each family, we bave left just $417, 
or $5.06 a week for food, fuel, lights, cloth 
reading matter, and education; medical attend- 
ance, amusements, and all other forms of ex- 
penditure neceasary for comfortable subsistence.

He Is Arrested for a Job of “ Climbing ”” 
at Superintendent Buliwinkie’s BResi-

Who Then 
Himself. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., March 14.— [Special. I—A

shooting affair occurred at the Winona depot 
here about 9 o'clock this morning, in which a 
man named Carl Winterer shot Louise Levi in 


the right arm and side and himself in the left 
breast just below the nippie.

Levi, fearing that thé tbreat would be executed, 
determined totake his daughter yng | away 
this morning and hide ber for a time, but on 
the way to the depot met Winterer, who wanted 
to know where they were going. Winterer 
followed them into the waiting-room, and sat 
down beside the daughter, while che father went 
to the window to buy a ticket. Hearing a 
scream ani a pistol report Levi turned around, 
and saw Winterer witb a pistol pointed at his 
daughter, and before ne couid reach Winterer 
the latter had fired two shots at ber. Levi 
grabbed Winterer by the wrist and throat and 
threw him down. During the scaftle another 
shot was fired. Otber parties heari the 
tumult rushedin. Dra. Warner and McMabon 
were summoned, and pronounced the giri’s 
wound not dangerous, but Winterer is supposed 
to be fatally injured. Winterer admits shooting 
the girl and himself. He is a German, 31 years 
of age, ot medium size, with dark buir and chin- 
whiskers.

FINANCIAL. 


In the local money market yesterday a good 
degree ot activity was reported. The currency 
orders were larger, in some cases heavy, and gen- 
eral reports indicated that the spring-like 
weather is having a favorable effect on busi- 
ness. The local inquiry for money was fair, and 
interest rates were quoted firm at 6@7 per cent. 

The Chicago bank clearings yesterday aggre- 
rated $6,290,000, being a little less thau the to- 
tal for Tuesday. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$31,611, spirits paying $26,874, and cigars and to- 
bacco, $4,335. 

Eastern exchange was quoted weaker at 25@ 
50c discount between banks. 

Foreign exchange feil another 4c yesterday, 
and closed heavy. It is now about down -to the 
gold-importing point. Posted rates on sterling 
were 451% and 454, with actual at 481 and 483% 
English documentary, 4784 478%. French doo- 
umentary was quoted at 526%, and German do 
at aM. Bankers’ marks at 944 and 95, ana 
bankers’ franes at 5254,@520. 

Rates for foreign etehange are considered un- 
usually low for this time of year. In New York 
the rates for the week ending March 11 were 
482% and 484, against 485 and 485 for sixty-day 
bills, and 488446@189', for demand for the week 
ending March 17, 1882. The United States ex- 
ported $9,565,008 gold for the week ending 
March 11. 1882; while last week $3,000 ,000 gold 
was shipped from Europe to this country. 

It has long been understood by the world out- 
side that the clearing-bouse returns made by St. 
Louis are more than double what they ought to 
be, the clearings being counted twice, while the 
balances of each day go into the clearings of the 
nextday. Surely there must be some mistake 
about this, or one would never see the St. Louis 
Republican charging that: 

The Cincinnati statement is intentionally ex- 
panded to double the correct figure=ée_order to 
make a big showing, and the comparisoa can 
ouly be fairly made by cutting the Cincinnati 
figures down one-balf. Thus, the showing for 
last week gives Cincinnati $19,200,002, whereas it 
should be $9,600,001, against 817,611,528 for St. 
Louis. 

The New York stock market was rather quiet 
yesterday, being easy at the outset and ürm 
later, but without much fluctuation in prices, 
Burlington, Wabash, Denver, and Lake Erie & 
Western being among the strongest.- A sharp 
demand for money was quoted as preventing 
an advance in prices.

The New 
York Herald suggests that the gentlemen who 
voted to pay a dividend of 1% per cent out of 
the funds may make theinselves liable personal- 
ly for the amount, and that a person who is 
absent in Florida may by his absence escape ail 
legal responsibilities. 

Untop Pacific earnings for the first ten days 
in March increased $52,000.

Letters have been sent by several New York 
bankers and merchants to President Arthur and 
Secretary Foiger, urging the immediate antici- 
pation of the 15,000,000 May bond call, for the 
purpose of relieving the present financial strin- 
gency.

A Boston circular says the Atchison, Topeka

ing $3,420,000. In 1882 the net earnings on 1,820 
miles were $6,150,000. Even if the earnings for 
1888 should not show an increase, a surplus is ex- 
pected of $4,000,000 after paying all interest and 
sinking-fund charges. The bonded debt of the 
company including all leases and guarantees 
representing 2.620 miles, excepting nearly 83. 
000,000 land grant bonds, is $45,780,500. The 
amount properly chargeable against the income 
account for interest and sinking. fund on the 
present outstanding bonds is 82.248.500 per year. 
After paying fixed charges and the dividena, the 
surplus for last year will be about $700,000.

The day 
was fine, but the fact of fine weather had al- 
ready been discounted. The longs had unload- 
ed, and stood waiting for an avalanche of short 
selling to follow; but it did not come. They 
waited for awhile, and then some of them began 
to buy, the movement resulting in decided 
strength, though there was not an active demand 
except for a little white early in the day. 

Provisions “were moderately active and 
stronger. Pork and short ribs advanced lic and 
lard 5c from the latest pricesof Tuesday, ali 
closing near the top, at 818.57 ½ for May pork, 
$11.55 for May lard, and $10.10 asked for May 
ribs. The local crowd seemed bearish, but -hogs 
were stronger, with very small receipts, and the 
British markets were quoted firmer on meats. 
The result was a good demand here for pork and 
short ribs, while lard received less attention 
from buyers than usual, being quite weak at the 
opening, and becoming strong only in sympathy 
with other articles. Ribs led in the upward 
movement. There was avery good export de- 
mand for meats, with some rumors to the effect 
that the German market will probably remain 
open, and possibly some private news or that 
head, as German operators were the principal 
speculative buyers here yesterday. Leading 
packers appeared as buyers ot pork late in the 
session. 
|. Flour was again dull, with a tendency to lower 
prices. Exporters were out of the market, and 
the local trading was light. One or two lots were 
taken forshipment to the seaboard. Bran and 
other coarse milistuffs were steady. 

Wheat was very active during the first five 
minutes and quiet on rising quotations. The 
market opened about & lower, reacted 15. 
and closed a shade above the latest prices 
of Tuesday, at $1.05% bid for April and $1.10% 
bid for May. The British telegrams noted a fur- 
ther decline of about 6d per quarter; but there 
were rumors (later) of a better Continental 
demand, and our receipts were only mod- 
erate in volume. The public news from En- 
gland, with fine weather in the West, brought in 
ao avalanche of selling orders early, but there 
was a big line of commissions to buy at 81. 10 for 
May, and these absorbed all the offefings at 
that figure. The market then rose slowly, as 
sellers held off in view of the readiness of tak- 
ere, while there was not much disposition to buy 
above the limit named. The news elsewhere refer- 
red in reterence to the winter wheat probably 
helped to strengthen the market after the first 
dash of weakness. There was little change in 
the prices of car-lots, except that No. 3 winter 
sold ‘4c higher. 

Corn was fairly active and generally firm, 
though ranging lower. The market declined 
%., then advanced & e, and closed a shade above 
the latest prices of Tuesday, at 56%c for 
April and 6ligc bid for May. Liverpool re- 
ported a decline of 3d per quarter, but our re- 
eeipts were much smaller thau expected, and 
the market turned strong about the time it was 
known thatthe arrivals were less, though the 
demands was mostly local. The orders from 
outside were far less numerous tnan iu the case 
of wheat. The shipping demand was fair, the 
current offerings of car-lots being taken at 
about Tuesday's prices. The reports of move- 
ment jn the country were rather conflicting, 
some parties looking for light receipts between 
this and May, and the speculative feeling is 
favorable to watching and waiting, ‘pt in 
regard to chances from May into future months. 
On the afternoon call the market was a shade 
easier. 

Oats were weak early fin sympathy with corn, 
selling down Ge fromi the latest prices paid 
on the previous day. Subsequentiy a better 
feeling in the other grain marketsinduced more 
active trading in oats, and the decline was fully 
recovered, the later deliveries closing Glue 
better than the call prices of Tuesday. The 
little trading done in No. 2 spot was at 404%.@0\%c 
—the lutter figure being about the price at the 


close. July delivery sold at 41%@42%c, closing 
at 42%c. Samples sold fairly at Tuesday’s 
firures. 


Rye was quiet and steady, No. 2 spot selling at 
62\4c, March being quotable at 6lc, April at 61%@ 
le., and May selling at 66%@66Xc, closing at 
the inside. Samples unchaoged. 

Bariey was inactive for everything but sam- 
ples, which sold fairly at about Tuesday's fig- 
ures. No. 2 spot was quotabie at 78c and No.3 
at 500. 

Dry goods were active. Leading wholesalers 
say they are rushed with orders. Groceries were 
steady, sugars being firm. The sales are in- 
creasing daily. Dried fruits remain rather slow, 
but prices are ranging about the same as inst 
week. Cheese continues rather quiet, and but- 
ter is hard of sale even at concessions from the 
late big decline. Oils were in moderate request, 
and coal was quiet and easy, especially anthra- 
cite. 

In green fruits there is no change in price to 
note, though the demand,jboth local and ship- 
ping, bas improved somewhat. Eggs continue 
easy at 164@lic per doz. The feeling in hides 
is weak, and ss les are slow at the decline. Tal- 
low is also moving slowly, our prices being little 
better than nominal. Potatoes in liberal stock 
and easy at 60@73c. per bu as the full range. 
Flaxseed was firm and high, selling at 81.880 
1.34, closing at the outside. Timothy seed 
showed light offerings and more firmness, prime 
being quotable at $1.58@1.60. Clover seed steady 
and firm, prime seed commanding $8.00. Hay 
quiet and weak, especially for upland prairie. 
Dressed hogs in light supply and firm, heavy 
selling at 88. 5 per 100 Ibs. 

Where are the big receipts of grain that the 
bears prophesied tor yesterday? Gone to meet 
Wiggins’ storm! 

Messrs. Brainard and Stratton, a majority of 
the new Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners, were on Change yesterday. 

It was remarkea yesterday that corn went 
down only 1%c, while wheat declined 7c, both 
from the bighest point, before they turned up. 
There is a big difference in the feeling with re- 
gard to the two cereais. 

Itis reported by cable that the German edict 
against the importationof American hog meat 
has not been published yet, and some well-in- 
formed parties think it will not be published. It is 


supposed that the Emperor does not favor the 


measure. There is certainly some cause for the 
delay, and guessing is in order. Meanwhile, 
there is a moderated demand for stuff to goto 
German ports, and some purchases were made 
here yesterday of meats cut in Milwaukee. 

In reply to a dispatch from a bariey firm here 
stating that that grain was lifeless on this mar- 
ket, a Milwaukee house sent the following: 
„Barley dead? When will the funeral occur? 
Will arrange for a committee to attend the obse- 
quies.”” Barley as a speculative commodity 
has been defunct for a year or more. Barley. 
and only that, is bought and sold now without 
any admixture of time. 

A good maay notes were received here yes- 
terday by mail and wire from the winter-wheat 
sections. The most important of these were 
‘from Kansas, stating that the dry weather is 
permitting tne winds to uncover the roots of 
the growing plant. Several points in the 
southern half of Illinois reported a very poor 
prospect, the alternate freezing and thawing 
being very damaging» The trade generally 
understands that it is not well to attach much 
weight to reports of condition at this early date 
in the season. It is too soon to do more than 
guess. and the people who are sure either way 
run a smart chance of being mistaken, 

B. F. Ives, of the Board of Trade, has just re- 
turned from a visit to Dakota and reports won- 
derful things. The country is fast filling up, the 
railroad trains bemg crowded with emigrants 
and their impediment. He saw wheat-seeding 
in progress, the snowfali having been light and 
the winter much less severe than in the more 
southern State of Minnesota. 

Opinions are very much divided in regard to 
the wisdom and justice of cutting off the Board 
of Trade quotations from the Open rd. 
Those who defend it do so on the ground of 
rivairy, certain vainglorious boastings having 
been indulged in by one or two members of the 
“lower house which they probably would not 
repeat in sober momeuts. 

Some parties are estimating that the United 
Kingdom will only require about 20,000,000 times 
112 los during the remainder of the crop year, 
against 64,000,000 cwts for the same time in 1382. 
The figures on which this deduction is based 
ok very pretty, being printed from new type, 
but the conclusion is not necessérily correct.

HIGH LICENSE. 


A System of Dividing the Saloons Into 
Classes Proposed. 

CHICAGO, March 13.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In your timely editorial on the necessities of 
high license you have struck the key-note 
of an equitable solution of the li- 
cense question-—viz.: taxing the sale of 
intoxicating liquors according to the damage 
and expense they entailon the community. It 
is perfectly clear that a person selling only beer, 
ales, ana the lighter wines, should not pay as 
large a license as the one selling whis- 
ky, brandy, gin, and rum, A law, there- 
fore, licensing the sale of liquors 
containing not to exceed 15 per cent of alcohol, 
would include all beers which do not contain 
more than from @ to 5 per cent of alcohol. Ales

An affidavit had been filed claiming the Chi- 
cago & Eastern Lilinois Road was insoivent. That 
was probably made on the assumption that the 
latter was divested of its title, because if it was 
the owner of the property it was certainly 
abundantly solvent for the. purpose of holding 
the property in controversy during the inter- 
val.. The evidence 
profits, and was in possession not only of the 
Chicago, Danville & Vincennes property but of 
othef valuable property operated in connection 
therewith, which rendered large revenues and 
made it lor the time being certainly a solvent 
corporation, The property was uuder the man- 
agement of a corportion operating several roads 
to such an extent that it would seriously 
Gerange the running arrangements and 
business interests of the property in 
controversy by chancing the possession 
for the time being. There was no suggestion that 
the property in question would not be abundant 
to satisfy the mortgage debts, nor auy sugges- 
tion that there was not ample property to sat- 
isfy all that was due on the first mortgage. 
Consequently, there was no suflicient case 
made for the appointment of a Keceiver or for 
ordering the property into tho hands of the Re- 
ceiver already appointed. The property was in 
the hands of an apparentiy solvent corporation, 
operating in such a way, so tar as appeared, as 
secured the best results for the benefit of all 
parties interested. The court sbould not, by an 
order at least, intimate the possible or probable 
disintegration of the property until it became 
necessary. If in the course of the litigation the 
court should find itself bound by the rules 
of law to separate the roperties now 
held by the Chivago & Eastern IIIInots 
Road. and turn over to the bondholders 
of the old Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Road, 
the property covered by their mortgage, it 
would then be time enough to doit. Nor was it 
even necessary, as had been urged, that ay or- 
der should be nrade on the C hicago & Eastern 
lilinois Road while it remained in possession to 
make reports of its earnings, and that the court 
to same extent, at least, should take control of 
made of the earnings.

The Naur Emigrant Pool of the Trunk 
Lines—The Steamship Agents Will 
Fight ii They Do Not Get Higher Com- 
missions. 

The first month of emigrant passenger busi- 
ness at Castie Garden under the new poolin 
agreement has been made up. The business 
done was so near the allotted percentages that 
no readjustment will be made. By the pool- 
ing agreement the. Erie receives 41 
per cent, the New York Central 1 per 
cent, the Pennsylvania “18 per cent, and the 
Baltimore & Ohio 6% per cent. The steamship 
companies are bitterly opposed to the new pool- 
ing agreement, and a movement is on foot to 
break it up unlegs the steamship companies can 
secure a la r commission on their sales 
of railroad tickets than the poolmg lines 
allow them. Formerly they received 15 per cent 
as commission, but under the new arrangement 
they get but 5 percent: A letter has been sent 
by the steamship agents to the four trunk lines 
represented in Castie Garden, asking an increase 
in commission to 10 per cent.

Indications that the Emigration This 
ear Will Not Be as Heavy as During 
the Last Two Vears.

It 
is absurd to suppose that he and his friends, who 
own about $20,000,000 of the stock of this com- 
pany, should be willing to saddle it with sucha 
load as the Wabash would be. This is the best 
property Mr. Gould ever owned, and he is not 
likely to injure it by leasing the Wabash, of 
which I think he owns very little.“ 

A. L. Hopkins, First Vice-President of the 
Wabash, St. Louis & Pactfic, said that the rumor 

was the first that he had heard of the movement.

The prin- 
cipal offices of the company are to be 
in St. Paul, and the organization 
in force ror a period of 100 years from March 31, 
1883. The capital stock of the company is $5,000,-

citizen of Brainerd, who conceived the plan of 
extending a road from that city to the northern 
portion of the State and furnishing 
the citizens thereof an air-line to St. 
Paul and direct communication with Du- 
luth. Having formulated this scheme, 
he wept to New York, where he interested capi- 
talists in the enterprise, who told him to pro- 
ceed with the surveys and they would float the 
bond. He arranged to carry out his part of bis 
contract, but before work was c@#menced the 
company was incorporated. Work will be com- 
menced on the projected route at once, say 
those who are presumed to know, and unless 
impediments not now anticipated shall prevent 
it, the road will be fairly on its way to comple- 
tion before the close of the ensuing summer.

Sec. 3. The ropes, hooks, and gong provided 
for in the preceding two sections shali be of a 
kind satistactory to and meet with the approval 
of the Fire-Marshal, and shall be subject to his 
inspection at all reasonable times. 

Sec. 4. Any owner or lessee ot any hotel refus- 
ing or neciecting to provide such ropes, hooks, 
or gong, as required by this ordidance, shall be 
liabie to a fine of $25 per day for every day they 
shall-negiect or refuse so to do.

MARINE NEWS. 
A Mastless Steamship that Is Expected 
to Run Twenty-three Miles 
an Hour. 


The Robbery of Vessels During the Winter Nonths— 
Improving Owea Sound Harbor—Dock 
and Other Notes. 


A Mastiess Steamship that Is Expected 


to Hun Twenty-three Miles an Hour. 
[New York Sun.]—The steamer Meteor, the 
model from which the Ameican Quick Transit 


} Steamship Company hope to buiida number of 


steamers that will average two round trips be- 
tween New York and Liverpool each month the 
year round, has been placed on the screw- deck. 
Pier 39, East River, and was examined on Sat- 
urday by a number of experts in marine archi- 
tecture, as well as by sea Captains, sailors, and 
others. The Meteor is a yacht 156 feet long over 
all and 136 feet on the water- line. Her breadth 
of beam over allis twenty-three feet six inches, 
and on the water-line seventeen feet. Her 
Gepth of hold is seventeen feet. 
With coal on board, eleved feet six inches 
of water aft, and six feet eleven inches forward. 
Standing on the dock and locking at ber as she 
sitson the blocks, there are several peculiari- 
ties of construction that strike the eye. These 
are that the midship section is a very sharp but 
well-proportioned V: her deck is slightly arch- 
ing: there are no spars; there is an enormous 
overbang to her stern; the wheelhouse forward, 
the skylights along the deck, the hatch comb- 
ings, and, in fact, everything on deck, presenta 
curved surface to all the water that may come 
on board; and a light rail takes the place of 
bulwarks. Her greatest breadth of beam is for- 
ward of the midship section. There are pecul- 
iarities of construction that one does not 
see from the dock, but it is asserted 
by the constructing engineer, Mr. A. Perry 
Bliven, that they are no less essential 
to ita perfection. The keel is molded fifteen 
inches and sided eighteen. The frames are 
eight by six inches at the keel and six inches 
square at the clam ps. The sidings are six-inch. 
The peculiarity of tne frames is that they are 
continuous hops placed on the keel and boited 
to it through and through with inch-and-a-quar- 
ter gaivanized iron bolts. There are three keei- 
sons above the frames, and, the space between 
frames above tha keel being tilled in, she bas 
practically a keel that is molded six feet. The 
bed- plate of the engine and the boiler re-ts on 
the upper keelson. To give additional stiffaess 
to the hull, there is on each side a longitudinal 


frame tour by eight inches that begingat the 


keel forward, arches up to the clamps amid- 
ships, and ends at tke keel in the stern. 
As each is bolted through and through 
to the frames, the sides of the vessel 
have the strength of an arched truss. Steam 
will be furnished to the engines from a Ward 
generator, a sort of vertical boiler, in which the 
water is contained in coiled tubes. It has ninge- 
ty-six @quare feet of grate surface, 3,68) square 
feet of heating suriace, and four times the 
steam-generating capacity of any known boiler. 
It has been tested to a cold-water pressure of 
1.000 pounds to the square inch. The two en- 
tines are the first of their kind, and are called 
unnular compound, the bigh-pressure cylinder 
being placed within the low-pressure cylinder. 
Each inner cylinder is nine and one- halt by 
twenty and one-haif, the outer twenty by twen- 
ty and one-half—the piston of the latter being a 
ring, with two piston-rods. [Economy of space 
and increased power are claimed for the en- 
gines. The crauks are placed at quarters, and 
the power exerted is always the same what- 
ever their position. A phosphor-bronze 
four-bladed wheel, ten and one-half feet in 
diameter and of the same pitch, bung on the 
end of a sevon and a half inch fifty-one-foot 
hammered-steel shaft, will propel the vessel. 
Witu a steam pressure of 55) pounds and 30 
revolutions to the minute, the power developed 
will be 2,600 horse-power. Mr. Bliven expects 
that the | Meteor will run at from twenty-two to 
twenty-five (iand) miles an hour. The steamers 
of which this is the model are to be 468 feet long, 
seventy-two feet beam, and fifty feet depth of 
hold. They will carry 4,000 tons of freight,600 first- 
class, and, 2000 steerage passengers, besides 500 
tons of mail and express matter. They will cost, if 
built in America, $750,000 each. ‘Having no can- 
vas, they will carry no sailors. The consump- 
tion of coal will be one-half of what is us unl, 
and therefore only one-half the usual npumbi'r 
of coal-heavers will be needed. The situation 
of the bunkers on the sides of the vessel so that 
the coal will feed itself into the smoke-hole 
will also save labor: To add to the safety of 
the line of steamers, they will have two extra 
shaits, ‘one ot which will be placed di- 
rectiy above the main shaft, and ne 
below it. Small wheels will be placed on the 
ends of these ahbafts, but these will ordinarily be 
inciosed by what may be called doors hinged on 
the stern-post and latched forward of the 
wheels. Incase the main wheel should be car- 
ried away the rudder would,e disabled at the 
sametime. The Captain would then open those 
doors, allowing them to swing around and re- 
place the rudder. The small whcels will be 
turned by independent engines. It is asserted 
that they would drive the vessel twelve miles 
an hour. Mr. liven says the running expenses 
wili be one- half of those of the oid style steam- 
ers of the same size. and the rates of insurance 
will be one-haifalso. The steamers will make 
at least five miles an hour more than the model. 
“What will keep them from rolling their 
smoke-stacks out if they carry no canvas?” 
asked the reporter. The shape of the hull.“ 
said Mr. Blivin. “ They will roll on the keei for 
an axis, while other shapes roll on the water- 
line like a barrel. When this model rolls either 
way’the overhanging hips will cateh tne water 
and right it immediately. I could launch the 
Meteor upside down and she'd right herself.“ 


Robbery of Vessels During the 
Winter Months. 

There is nothing that gives vesselmen more 
annoyance than the swarms of thieves who 
board their vessels in the winter time and steal 
everything portable—ropes, chains. etc.— besides 
breaking into the cabins and maliciously de- 
Stroying whatever they cannot carry away. 
Very seldom are the thieves caught, as they 
watch until the person in charge—the ship- 
keeper—goes ashore on business, and every- 
thing is unprotected. Once this winter a pair 
of these cowardly thieves made a mistake. We 
refer to the case of Henry Genitz, who was shot 
by Ole Johnson, watchman on board the schoon- 
er Alice, and who died Sunday. Genitz and his 
pal. Frank Young, were caught by Johnson 
while in the agt of forcing the door of the cabin 
of the schooner, and Johuson did just 
what he should have done when he fired 
on the thieves, and the only the to be re- 
— is that he did not bill both the thieves 

fore they escaped from the vessel. Several 
times n the vessel had been boarded by 
thievés and articles of value carried off, very 
likely by these same thugs; indeed, Johnson 
himselt had lost all be possessed by these depre- 
dations. Hardly a vesseiman in port but com- 
plains that his vessel has been visited by thieves 
this winter and robbed, and the case of the 
schooner Alic®é is the only one in which retrfbu- 
tion overtook any of the scoundrels. Johnson's 
defense of the property of his employer cannot 
be too bighly commended, and it is to be hoped 
that other watchmen on vessels will serve these 
pests just as Johnson served the thicf Genitz.

THE BLUE AND THE GRAY. 


An Artillery Shoot at New Orleans 
Wili Place Them in Friendly Cou- 
test, 

New ORLEANS, La., March 14.—[Special.]—The 
proposed artiliery shoot under the auspices of 
the Washtagtou Artillery has assumed pleasing 
proportions and promises to become one of the 
military aud sporting events of the year. A 
number of the batteries which became tamous 
during the War dave expressed a desire to test 
their skill in speeding a ball at a fight against 
the younger members of the Wasbington Artil- 
lery. Besides the regular detachments of the 
latter body it is expected that Fenuer's Battery 
of the Army of the Tennessee, the Donsidson- 
vine Artillery, the Fifth Company of 
the Washington Artillery, the Louisiana 
Guard Battery. and the veterans of 
the Army of Northern Virginia will 
participate. At a meeting of the officers last 
night it was decided that an effort will be made 
to have the Grand Army ot the Republic par- 
ticipate in the shoot, thus presenting the in- 
teresting spectacie of these who wore the blue 
and wearera of the gray tiring side by side. 

The conteat will take place at one of the lake 
ends, and the time will be in May, wen the 
militia of other States will be represented here, 
and will probably swell the list of entries. The 
prospect of an artery shoot is a novel one, and 
will attract considerable attention.

SLEEPING RABBIT. 


His Execution) Creates Intense Excite- 
ment Among the Indians, 

LitTLE Rock. Ark., March 15.—[Special.]— 
Advices received from Indian Territory bring 
the startling intelligence of the sum- 
mary execution of Sieeping Rabbit by 
Gen. Porter's forces. By whose order it 
was done does not appear. The execution 
bas excited intense exvitement, bis friends the 
Creeks wanting to kaaw why their chief men 
are to be treated like dogs. They claim this 
Chief was entitled to the common justice of a 
formal trial by competent authorities, and that 
be was not engaged in auy unlawſul business at 
the time of his arrest, and was not a prisoner of 
war to be tried, condemned, and shot down by 
a “drum-head court.” They will demand a 
searching investigation of the outrage. 

The prisoners taken last week by Gen. Por- 
ter's men were taken to Muskogee, and, after an 
examination, were found to be Creeks residing 
iu the Cherokee Nation, and were in Sleeping 
Rabbit's —— endeavoring to have tbe 
trouble . tween their rebelllous brethren 
and the ostitutional party settled. being on 
the way ee Muskogee for that purpose when ar- 
rested. Ot course they submitted to the arrest, 
because they were on a peaceable errand and 
unarmed. As soon as an examination took place 
they were released. But they submitted to this 
arrest with bad feelmg, and it may lead to 
trouble in ome mm near future.
